(looking south).* Large paintings of each of these adorn a reception-room at 
" Belvedere,"—the official residence of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 
In the former the differing details o i the painting and the print are minute 
though obvious, but in the latter while the architectural features of both are 
practically identical the pedestrians vary considerably. The figure of tbe 
uncouth /<*£*>, and of the lady and gentleman sharing one sunshade in our 
view have no place in that at " Belvedere" but on the other hand two dogs 
have scampered in at “ Belvedere," which are not in our same street scene. 

In the description of the upper view facing p. 2&J of VoL III. the word 
* street" is superfluous. 

The twelve views accompanying Mr. LyetPs article were both drawn 
and engraved by Thomas Daniel!. Ten of them are in the Imperial Library. 
Calcutta, bound In book form, and Mr. Cotton in Calcutta i Old and New 
(Appendix, p. 4) speaks of ten ss completing the series.

In 1^4s ba bejpi'T the experiments In mesmerism, which made him, 
famous, the first being done on 4th April iS4S' In a period of eight months 
ite performed *3 operation:- on patients rendered imconsciuus by mesmerism 
several being major operations, amputations and exeisforis of tumours, on 
patients in this condition, who apparently felt no pain. The fist of tumours 
removed includes fourteen casts uf excision of tlephantinsh ttroti t a long, 
bloody, and. one would think, a very painful operation. Or e •>( these tumours 
weighed as much eighty pounds. 

Esdaile having repotted his succevs in obtaining anmsthesia by mes¬ 
merism, Government ordered further experiment.'' to be conducted In Calcutta, 
A room, with accommodation for ten patients, was allotted In the Calcutta 
Native Hospital, for the admission of patients willing in submit to operation 
under mesmerism, and a committee appointed by Government to watch and to 
report upon the experiments, which, of course, were carried out by lisdailc.

Sitm* Cat fury Truths at Agra, — Probably most visitors to Agra 

who care for the things of the past find, their way to the old Roman Catholic 
graveyard, where lie the remains of redoubtable warriors like Beating and 
Reinhart ,uid of peaceful Jesuit missionaries who laboured hard and vainly 
for the conversion of Northern India to the Christian faith ; but few, 1 fancy, 
take the trouble to examine the old Protestant cemetery, though it is of 
jwniliiu interest as containing the earliest dated English tomba in all India. 

The cemetery is not hard to fuui It U situated at the angle formed by 
two iL iib, the one coming from the north past St Paul's Church, while 
(he other runs from the Central Jail westwards to the District Jail. Us chief 
feature is a large sandstone platform, on which are placed, in two lin*> of five 
cath, ten ■ i!hJ Dutch and English tombs, As will be seen from the Accompanying 
illnstrations, which were kindly tiken for the magazine by Mr A. du 
CosfOfl of the East Indian Railway, these are symmetric ally arranged and 
' lT ' e all of the *ame pattern, bearing a striking resemblance to the ordinary 
Nfohamad.iti tomb, From particulars furnish®! by Mr. de Catron it 
appears that lliree of the inscriptions sire English, four are Dutch and the

twoofc rO.C 1592;. which shows tlrat John Drake.- (<ji*c of the Englishmen 
lying here) was buried by the Dutch at Agra " in their garden." It was a not 
unusual practice ul Use European? at the chief set lie me 11 Us in India to rent 
or purchase a piece of ground outside the ci ty for purposes of recreation, 
and in these gardens made beautiful by trees and flowers they also interred 
their ilcaj. Now at Agrs, <■) far as m know, there was no English garden; 
and, moreover, when two it least nf iht three Englishmen die<I—and probably 
this wag the case with the third also—there was no compatriot left fu Agra to 
render the laM rite-, and the duty would fall naturally to the only other 
Protestant community. Hence the presence on doubly alien soil of these 
involuntary guests. 

Thc inscriptions die quoted at length in the Official Lift af Cktittfan 
Tvmbj ar.ti Mmuffif.nH in tin United Proiinsxs. Here we are concerned 
chiefly with the three Englishmen, whose epitaphs run as follows:— 

(I) [Here lieth ihe body] of Justinian Gffi [ey, who] was Chief Merchant 
in Agra fo [r the English.] He deceased [the t8th] April, 1627. 

(if) Here Ijcth the body of John Drake, vUine [ ] Anno Domini 

1637. EUC 1 fecit A [nno] Domini 1647. 

(iii) Here lyetli the body of George Eurche*, who deceased In Agra tire 
14th July, 1651, aetata mae .>4 Memento mori.] 

The first of the three came of a well-known family of London merchants 
He arrived at Surat in l6ao, and for some years was employed at various 
factories in Gujarat In 16*3 we hear of his tidng at Agra in charge of the 
English factory there. His proceedings did not give satisfaction, and the 
President and Council decided to replace him by another factor; but before 
ihii could Ike effected, Offley 11 departed this life, after a ling-ring sicknes, the 
Jt>th of April lain [1O27]. and. tin other English being then 1 here-, was buryed 
by the Dutch N lO.Ci2t>4> 

The tragic circumsTances of Jiiiltl Drake’s death arc ret forth in 
another I :tiia Office flocmnciit (OX. 1392). It appeals that towards lire end 
of February it's31 he quilted Agfa for Stunt with .1 caravan of indigo He 
had no English companion ; but the Company's broker at Agra, named

Tli& unhappy outcomequ icled lire tumult, ami 
Dltanji tv a# allowed it- pick tip the wremded Englishman and carry him to t 
neigh homing village. A surgeon, sent from Agra by the Jesuit Rector, 
• applytd many medidnc* but to litlell purpose*; and after being taken, at hU 
own request, as far as Dhoftnw on the way back to the capital Drake expired 
early on the morning of March 6. "So (wrote Dhanjiy wee carried his body 
to Agra in a p&lankeuc which the Pftdree had sent, and advising the 
HoUondera, they buried him in th=irc garden about nine of the clock the 
same nigh!.' By the irony of fate, within a day or two of the funeral, 
Drake’s employers in distant Lendon decided to raise his salary from zoi, to 
60/. per annum in recognition of eight years of good and faithful service. 

Of the death of George I’urch-r i no account lias been (wen found, ibimyh 
something may yet f-me t-> light when all the India Office records of that 
period are examined.

saved Chamlernagom from the plague.” This is hardly correct Chandernagore 
tuffsre'l from i severe epidemic of plague in 1905. In fact, Chandernagore 
and the neighbouring Munkipaiity of j lughli'Cliin*ura, are the only places 
in Bengal proper, outside Calcutta, which have suflered from plague in an 
epidemic form. Hague broke out in Chanriertiagore, imported from Calcutta, 
in die early putt of January In Jlugbli and Chinsura at the end of the 
same munth* dying out at the beginning of June. In Chandcrn&gore, the 
first case died on utb January, the last on 3rd June; and dm mg litis, period 
there were 323 cases with 174 deaths anti 49 recoveries in the French 
territory, which has a population of about 26,000, In Hughli-Cliinstira, with 
a population of zy.ooo, there were 354 caws and 204 deaths. The figures for 
Chandcmagorc were supplied to me by 1L Tardivel, who was then Mayor.

The fcmlus 
proved hostile, however, and Captain Mulder was forced to torn back, though 
he tried to get through w ith a par ty on horseback leaving his convoy laagered 
at the Tnmskci river. Ir seems all hot certain that in any case he would 
have arrived too late, fur In the Kaffir country he reached six Jascars and two 
black women, servants tv the lady pussertgers, these stated 1 that to the best 
of their belief, all the other ship wrecked people had either heen killed by the 
Kaffirs or had perished from want and fatigue," A second expedition was 
organised in August 1790, which included Cnpt.dn Mulder and his two 
brothers. At the Uqigwl River they found * three old white women who 
could nul give any account uf themselves, nor speak any European tongue, 
and did not know whence they came," and one of these, one of whom bore the 
name of ** Bessie,” was the wife of the chief. These three women our author 
takes to have been survivors from the wreck of an East Indiaman dome time 
before 1730, Of this wreck he tells us the survivors ** intermarried with the 
Amapando, and their descendants are numerous at Use present day, and arc 
eoinmunly incorrectly described as isuTvivors of the GrestmorP It would 
perhaps be hardly fair to quote a recently published pamphlet at greater 
length.

There were 100 guns mounted on the breast¬ 
works, and among his commanders he had Sombre, and the Armenians Marker 
and Aretoon. Details of the siege show that Imd it not been for Adam* all 
would have been given up En di&pair, and that in the ultimate assault by 
night on the 5th of September, after nearly a month of waiting and fight¬ 
ing, 1 he British force was guided by a renegade Irishman. The result 
wa* the loss ol t ;,000 men smd fOQ gun* cm the part of the enemy," the 
British loss being smalt. Malleson describes this battle as "one of the most 
glorious, one of the most daring and most successful feats of arms ever 
achieved." These three battles took place within 200 mitts of Calcutta and 
some day the fields should be visited. There arc no monuments on siuy, 
and they deserve to be marked in some way as historical sites if not as 
battle-fields.

AN ADDITIONAL NOTE ON THE CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 

the last issue of Bengal: Pest and Present appeared ad 
article descriptive of I he tragic I to* of the Anchor Line 
steamer Amgiia which capiirrd on Jelling ham Sands within 
Sight of Kedgeree on 24U1 August 1892. The Story 
presented with striking vividness the terrible fate of the 
unfortunate victims who were imprisoned in the forecastle, 
and the letter of a survivor describing the wreck, depicted In graphic language 
a disaster which is without parallel on the Htighly. 

The writer, however, confined his narrative principally to the events 
immediately following the capsieing of the Anglic, and beyond a passing 
reference to the force of the current when the stream is in full flood, 
left us without information as to the actual cause of the disaster, in justice 
to Mr, Elsun, the pitot on the ill fated vessel, it should be stated that the 
subsequent enquiry elicited the fact that the disaster, was due to structural 
defects tn the ship and to faulty ballasting, as the following extracts from 
contemporary newspapers conclusively prove— 

To the Editor ol the 11 8 <t>nh.ty Oasjtu." 

Sir,—Pilot EIson, in his memorial to the Government of Bengal, 
states with great dearness the cause or causes which led to the loss 
of the AngHi », tie says ho " slated in his evidence that she seemed 
as stiff a- the generality of vessel' going down the H uglily, but as 
a matter of fact there had been no very strong test of her stiffness, 
as the turning in Garden Reach being in six to eight fathoms of 
water, she could not show, in the same way a-* hi shallow water, any 
indication or otherwise of crankiness, but that her carrying a great 
quantity of dead weight for Colombo lit her'tween deck', the Cargo in 
her lower hold being comparatively Eight, and the empty ballast tanks 
at the bottom of the Ship may have considerably effected her stability.'* 
Such a system of loading would, of course, lend to make her top. 
heavy, t>., raise the centre of gravity of the mass or hull and cargo 
dangerously near to the centre of flotation or displacement. He says 
“he had ascertained that as her bottom was almost rial without 
a keel, and her bilges a near approach to square she would actually 
draw nearly a foot more of water at the bilge for every five or nix 
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degrees of heel-over, or inclination arid that it was in the evidence 
of the chief officer, and the wheelmwi, that the Anglii was unsteady, 
and gave a lurch or slight roll to port immediately before finally 
rolling over," and be submitted that what actually occurred was 
“that a* soon as the vessel got aerOtfSt the ebbtide and over-fall, she 
felt the natural difference between the velocity of the surface and 
bottom iluw of the current, took a roll which made her starboard 
bilge touch the ground, and the surface current then forced her over 
and she sank, 1 * 

Here undoubtedly we have correctly described the causes 
which immediately contributed to the disaster. The manner in 
which she was loaded and the empty ballast tanks at the bottom 
being i-yth of the ship's inter mil capacity made her cranky and 
unstable in the semi-salt seawater in a strong crass current, and 
in turning a curve in the slight sea swell of August, bur bottom 
being probably within one foot of the rivet bed f where the current is 
almost «*/> and her hull bsing square in section the slight roll which 
she then gave made Hie lower edge of her hull touch the ground, 
it was impossible fur her to recover, at it! she went over bodily. 

The square section of hull has, I suppose, been gradually 
developed fiumlhe necessity ol carrying maximum cargo through 
the Sue* Canal at a minimum charge. Thh ihape is quite editable 
for canal requirements where there is but a slight current aiw.vys 
fore and aft and no likelihood of the current heeling a vessel over 
to the least degree Bat such a cross-section is in the highest 
respect unsafe In such & river as the Hogbly, which Is subject to 
strong ebb-tide, troubled by shoals, and with many bends and 
turns in the direction of the corrent. These difficulties are aggra¬ 
vated by the necessity of emptying the ballast tanks fw the pur¬ 
pose of keeping the bull as high above the ground as possible (and 
for saving pilotage charges,!. These tanks while, of course, properly 
placed for ballasting an empty ship, are altogether unsuitable for 
lightening the draught of a fully-laden vessel, because they arc in 
the wrong position for such a purpose, and directly tend to make 
the vessel cranky. They are top-heavy by unduly raising the 
centre of gravity with such a form of cross-sect ion. When steeling 
round a curve in avoiding a shoal causes her to roll over slightly 
and touch the bottom, every degree of beel over will make her bilge 
or lower comer sink deeper into the ground. Suppose the section 
or hull is square, her beam 40 feet wide and her bottom one foot 
clear of the ground, by the liiueahe has lititlcd over half a right 
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angle or 45 degrees, her bilge will be no less than sewn feet deep 
in the sand.

turn turtle ant} ate lost when a slight licel-uver in turning a bend 
in a strong tide in shoal-water causes the bilge to touch bottom in 
the slightest degree.

The Editor of the Englishman writes under date, iUth

a vessel of a comparatively new type, the saftt> of which is a matter 
of grave doubt amour; experts. One authority in a pro/cssiunal 
magazine, describing, these vessels, says:—"There are many ship* 
bulk for cargo purposes having moulded depth of eight-ten tbs o) 
the beam, with wall sides and flat floors, making a square section, 
as unfitted for the section of a ship as it ta possible to imagine." 
Such vessels are also spoken of as * boxes " and *' parallelograms " 
and with greater hostility as " mantraps." A model uf Ui= Anglia t 
section shows that with her flat floor, destitute of keel, .1 ml! of 
five degrees gave her a draught of two niy-si x feet and a further 
heel of five degrees a draught of no l«* than twenty-seven feet. 
When the vessel if put over to twenty-five it is drawing a maximum 
of twenty-nine feet, Nuw, it was shown Indisputably at the enquiry 
that at the moment when the Anglia capsized she 'vas in ?y£ lest 
of good water, over and above her draught of twenty-four feet. 
Another important feature of the case Li the *tate of (he ballast 
tanks. In April lust. Captain H. L. Holt, Assoc, l. N. A,, {’resident 
of rhe Loudon Shipmasters' Society, in a lecture to the Mercantile 
Marine Service Association, said:—"Tire emptying-of the ballast 
tanks, when loading a homogeneous cargo, raised the centre of 
gravity unduly, so that in some carer the stklnUty of the vessel was 
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totally drstroyed, and the only remedy ft ditch caw* was dihex to fill 
the tanks to (he exclusion of *n c^uaI weight n( catq >, or to catty 
a fixed iinrf permanent quantity of stone or other ballast.' Sow. the 
Anfiiii hat I a baik-t space of ? 8 o tons, <S which only :oo tons 
%vers fillet!, so that she was practically carrying a balloon of 
5SO tons air-space at her bottom. When a fiat-bottomed vessel 
in this condition was brought broadside on t a tide miming at 
seven knots it is net STay surprising that she capsized, to say 
nothing of the fact that she was carrying a deck load of coal. . * . 
The cause of the disaster is so obvious indeed, that the Court 
of Enquiry must have been convinced of the futility of further 
investigation." 

From the Siattsman, 14th September 1,192, 

"A SEAMAN writes to a Itombay paperFrom my point at 
view, I do not think a second enquiry lit ill is nettsaary ; the 
evidence already before the public i% In itself complete and 
conclusive tr. show that the vessel capsized in accordance with 
perfectly well-known laws in physics ; and without taking up too 
much of your valuable space, I wall endeavour Lit prove this aa briefly 
as possible, 1 shall premise by stilting that the vessel struck no 
bank, but turned over In raid-channel, In the Captain's evidence 
he states that the Meamcr Sell Calcutta drawing twenty-four feet, 
foderj with a general cargo, weighing 4,100 tons, and that there were 
60 tons of coal on deck. Luckily die does not appear to have had 
■toy passengers, and ve may assume Hie room generally allotted 
to them and all] other available space to Iiavc been filled with 
selected cargo, which is the rule not the exception. This in 
connection with the cool carried on deck would raise the centre of 
gravity very much above the centre of buoyancy. Again, Lire re was 
an empty space rigid in the bottom of vessel capable of containing 
5S0 tons of water, which would have l* ■still further tendency to 
destroy stability. 

The Captain states again, that the vessel In " turning round " 
in Garden Reach heeled over 5 degrees by the action of the helm, 
which goes to show that the centre of gravity and rneta centre had 
met, nr, in other worth* it would net take very much to turn her 
bottom upward*

Now, what are the facts immediately preceding the accident ? 
U is admitted that the ebb was running down at the mte of from 
five to seven knot*, that there were feet of water in the channel 
when the helm was pul hard .i*Lirboan& Then John Macrae, the 
man who was at the wheel, stated that as soon as the helm went over, 
the vessel began to larch a little, and as she got more across the tide, 
seemed to touch something about the foie*rig;gliig, and then went 
dean over 

From this it would appear that as the vessel lurched athwart 
the tide, the current pressed against the port-ink. This forced the 
starboard bilge deejjer in the water until the vessels drift was 
that recorded in the channel, ids., feet. At this moment, or 

perhaps in a second of time, (he bottom of the vessel presented an 
inclined plane to the onward rush of the stream. Therefore, no 
sooner had the starboard bilgt touched tire ground by reason of 
instability, than the powerful impact of tne dynamical Force of the 
moving Stream Ihstailllj tilted UH vessel over on her starboard side. 
The greit force if water pressing against the [sort bilge in con¬ 
junction with the superincumbent weight of coals on deck converted 
the vessel into a kind Ol balance-wheel, and lids explains the awful 
stiddemurs!: of the calamity. 

Here then is the true explanation or this disaster. Vessels of simitar 
build to lhe Anglia may be fairly safe at «a under ordinary «a-going 
conditions, but subjected to the cross current* and shall inn -if the Hughly, 
with their marginal stability sacrificed to the necessity of light ballasting, 
such craft will always be exposed t,> the dreadful possibility <.f being placed 
in a parallel position to that which overwhelmed the Anglia, in which 
circumstances no pilot's skill could save them from a similar fate.

We wonder whether tlie Miss EUrtbeth Eyre, vho married W. Harwell, can 
hare been a daughter of Lady EJittbeth Eyre (died 1736). the second wife of 
Sir Charles Eyre, who had first married Mary, the find bom child of Job 
Chamock. To determine mis question a search into the records of the pariah 
thurch of Kew would be necessary, The second Mrs. Harwell certainly 
returned to England, and gave birth to other children, for In our Harwell 
peters we find much about a Miss Mary Harwell (evidently a lady of very 
great nrowV fair,t\ a Miss Frances Harwell, two other brothers, James and 
Daniel, and t believe there was a third—Edward. My friend gives me the

To appreciate the full ^igriiflcniicc fif BarwefFa c<Kilncss in finding house 
accommodation for Mrs, Tliompson, to the extreme inconvenience of members 
of the Government, it k necessary lo know who litis Mrs. Thompson was, 
The reader who desires to read the whole story about the so-called " Mrs, 
Thompson" must rum to appendix No, VI of the latent edition of BusteecTs 
EcActf from Old CnUttKa, where he will find in res unit the contents of a 
book entitled The Intrigues of a Nabob, in the last Cnentfonecl work the 
lady, Mirs Sarah Bonner, who commenced her shameful career at the age of 
sixteen, is introduced to ns as one ‘whose charms were of the bewitching

To be brief, let it be said 
that Thompson was a sea-guilt g man, ami in his absence, it is alleged 
in Thompson's book {Tin Intriguct of a Nabob). Harwell stole array from 
him the object of his devotion, 1 must confess that l hive tried very hard, 
by research at the records to enable myself to tear to pieces the whole 
story so far as it concerns Harwell, but I have only been able to discover 
how wed the scandal fits in with known facts. In 1775 when Bar well, a 
Member of Council, was seeking for respectability, and courting first and In 
vain General Clavering's daughter, and later on with unmerited success the 
beautiful short-lived Jane Sanderson, Mrs Thompson early in the year was 
granted "a passage for herself. with two children, and two slave girls and two 
slave men on the Atiiott"* (1775. D C, aoth March, No, 5). but, according 
to Thompson, not before Bar well had transferred the affections of his mistress 
to his would-be father-in-law, K. Sanderson ! Tins is Thompson's version of 
the facts: but there is 1 letter in tbs Harwell Letter Hooka which seems to 
bring 111 a true hill against Harwell, hi a letter dated 30th March 1776, Harwell 
authorises his sua-going brother, Captain James Harwell, to arrange at Madras 
for an annuity to be paid t-.- Thompson, but he apprehends that if " Thomp¬ 
son may demur, the papers whkh he possesses will enable him to give me 
trouble." To got these papers hack at once was the great object with Richard 
Bar well. I myself have never seen t he book which Dr. Buvteed deals with, 
but ! learn that it contains Harwell's love letters to the 11 so poriferous 
poisoner " whom Harwell installed first at Belvedere and afterwards at Kidder- 
pore House, and in one of these he writer: *1 will write to Mr. Imbed 
about the picture, 1 ' The Imhoils and the so-called Mrs. Thompson, Dr. 
Busteed tells us, had been fellow-voyagers to India in the Dutv of Grafton 
in 1769, which ship, it may be remembered, also carried, on the same 
voyage, " Warren Hastings and his fortunes. 11 If the charges brought by 
Thompson, in 1780^ am true ones, well can we understand the indigna¬ 
tion of Warren Hastings, when A Mersey, his next of Council, seemed likely 
to be put away from the official hearth and home, for the convenience of a 
so-called '* Mrs." Thompson, But what could Hastings have pubiidy urged 
against Harwell? Whs there hoi, a Baroness linhofT established in the 
Governor’s vwn town house ?

For an account of :he Majors great services to Freemasonry in the old 
Province of Bengal 1 may perhaps be permitted to refer to my Early History 
of Etrunasottry in lltngaf (published by Messrs Thacker Spink and Co.,) but 
in this place I must confine myself in mere (wants of interest of a more 
general nature.

In 
1 799 * according to the , 4 xiflfir foMmat, he married Francis Maria, the eldest 
daughter of Sit Robert Chambers. Chief Justice in Bengal,and here come the 
tub. The Asiatic Journal tel Is us that by In* first marriage the Colonel had two 
children who both died in their infancy, if the Major died in 1 ^ 4 * aged 45 he 
must have been born sometime in 1 796. Tile Colonel was the son of Captain 
Allan Macdonald of tint Mi Regt. of Font (Macdonald of Kinpbnrgh) and 
liis mother (his father's cousin ) was that Flora Macdonald who met Prince 
Charles Edward after hi s defeat at Culloden and negotiated his escape to 
Skye, The Ftccmaian's Quarterly Rn>iru\ \ 841, inform* us that the Major had 
“left hiB regiment for Calcutta on pressing privnle affairs, and was suddenly 
seized with malignant fever, and was soon no mom \ Distress of mind, too, 
probably accelerated the power of the grim tyrant He was interred with 
military and masonic honours.*’

Mr. W. C. Beaumont has sem os the following delightful extract from 
a little-known book entitled Fifteen Yt&rt at India,#* Skttektt of a Stldkt's 
Lift, published in London in 1S2* The book was published anonymously, 
but It may be noted that in the imperial Library Catalogue the author's name 
is given as R. G. Wallace. The incident referred to In the extract must have 
occurred [if ll is not purely imaginary) in about iXfj or 1814, and the 
record of it will prove peculiarly interesting to those of our readers who 
are Freemason*. 

■ The masonic lodge to which Charles belonged at first consisted chiefly 
of the tradesmen ifl the CossitoTlah j but a rage foi lids mystery having taken 
possession of the civil and military ranks, many Of them joined it> it, and Dt, 
Talib became the master, while Mr. Philomath officiated as secretary. The 
harmonic spirit of masonry, however, was nut sufficient to preserve brotherly 
love in such a heterogeneous mixture; for the civil and military brethren, 
considering themselves as belonging to a different sphere, were shocked by 
the vulgarity of the plebeians, who, in return, lij acre-balled the candidate* 
proposed by them, and prevented the introduction of their friends» for, 
according to a public bye-law in every lodge, should two black balls be 
found in the ballot Jor a new member, he is rejected without enquiry ; if 
only one, reasons are to be assigned and investigation had on the subject. 
Dr, Talib was at the head of the patricians. And Mr. Philomath led the 
lower oolers, when a schism took place. A candidate was proposed, nnrt 
black-balled as usual ; but Dr. Talib being determined to tarry tiis point, 
assembled his forces on the next night and made a speech, in wb ich he 
signified the resolution of the majority to proceed fn the initiation of ihe 
rejected by open force. AJI the plebeians quitted the lodge; but it was 
suggested, after the doors had been secured by Philomath, that Dr, Talib 
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might remove the warrant, and accordingly it wa* proposed to return 
for the purpose of guarding that document, without which no lodge 
could assemble. Hut the tyier with a drawn sword obstructed the passage. 
“Cut him down," said ore, “ with hit own weapon." "You may kill 
me/' replied the yoong civil bn very firmly, "but til) then, you do not pass 
here.* 1 However, after the business was concluded, Ihey returned into the 
lodge snd found the w.urant cut out of the frame It was then hinted that 
Dr. Talib had it on his person, and an effort was made to recover the 
instrument. Philomath, followed by his troops, entered the supper room, 
where the patricians were handling their knives and forks; " t charge you,' 
said lie to the master, " with having stolen the warrant,' and he extended 
his hand towards Tolib's breast. “ Touch me/’ cried he grinning most alarm¬ 
ingly, while his loud voice echoed through the green room, “ and through 
your body this shall go," and Uit knife was ittiucd in air. “And through your

The “Charles M referred to is ,J Charles Thoughtless, ' one of the principal 
characters in the book [probably 1 think, the author himself.) He was 
a man of some education, who enlisted in a British Regiment and came 
out to India early in the last century, After serving in Southern India 
for some years, where he was initiated into masonry in a Lodge *' belonging 
to the Madras Artillery ” at Seringapulam, he was offered and accepted an 
appointment in Calcutta as "classical master 11 in a school kept by a ■* vener¬ 
able man 11 who 11 belonged to a highly respectable family in the south of 
treland, and had taken 111*degree as master of arts. From the interest of his 
connexions he soon obtained a good living as a clergyman ; but being of a gay 
and extravagant turn lit fell into embarrassments, and came out in the suite 
of Lord Macartney to the Cape of Good Hope, where a situation under 
Government was obtained for him by his lordship, thence proceeding to 
China. Soon after, however, the Cape was given up to the Dutch and he 
lest his place, upon which tie came pot to India in search of patronage. 
Notwithstanding his ability, elegance of manner!;, and introduction to men in 
power, he was unsuccessful, and at length became so entangled by debts to 
si rears that to avoid a gaol he removed to CltanHernagore under French pro¬ 
tection, where a widow with some cash was unable to resist his captivating 
addresses, and surrendered herself without much ceremony, She was a pretty 
brunette, with all the vivacity of her nation, and several fine children were the 
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fruita t'f this urifortunate connexion. With the little fund which si* possessed, 
he freed himself from the sircar* in Calcutta, and established « school which 
premised much wealth. She resided at Chniidernagore, and he general!) 
paid her a visit cm Saturday ; but she came to tuwn occasionally, and he did 
il-it scruple to seat her at his table This " venerable matt ** dying soon 
after, " Thoughtless " joined forces with another schoolmaster, Mr. " Philo* 
math,” described as “ a celebrated mathematical proficient, who held a situa¬ 
tion under the Paymaster-General, had involved himself in tribulation with 
Government by starting extraordinary questions respecting the affairs of the 
nation, and had embroiled himself with his employer by preferring charge* 
against him, which a committee pronounced not demonstrated tie lost his 
place, worth jfioo per mensem, and purchased a school which he called the 
Polite Academy, 

The ' Dr, Talib " referred to in the extract, m addition to * attending the 
scInxjI in Lilt- capacity of surgeon,” was " editor of one of tht newspapers, there 
being seven at that time in Calcutta ; and finding that Charles had a taste for 
poetry as well as prose, he paid him much attention. Of a very eccentric 
genius, Dr, Taiib sometimes formed tangent from the common sphere of 
intellect ; stid about this time he was labouring mdcfaitgahly to prove that 
Adam had addressed live in the Arabic language," " 

" Thoughtless ” ultimately, through the influence of the Marquess of 
Hastings, wits given an ensigney in the 6;th Regiment then serving In 
Bombay. 


it is possible that there are in Calcutta some who still reinembei Dr. 
George Duist I.L.D., who died in I S£d and buried in the Scottish 
Cemetery, Kaiyah Road, A correspondent has written to point out that his 
grave has been allowed to fall into decay, Dt, Buist was a distinguished man 
in his day and his interest in public affairs is commemorated in an inscription 
on the fallen tombstone. We are glad to be able to state un the authority of 
the Senior Chaplain of Sl Andrew’s Church that the Cemetery' Committee 
are taking steps lo restore the memorial. 


With reference to the contributions which have appeared in BtngaiPutt 
umd Prtient on the life uf Major-General Claud Martin, tile following 
extract from a series of articles in the Statesman entitled “ The Private Life 
of art Eastern King" is of interest _ 

Let us pass from the Kmambarm to Constantin —n whimsical pile of 
buildings of vast extent erected at a great expense by General Martin, n 
hrenebman, Having entered the Company's service, toward* the end of 
the last century, as a private soldier, he was afterwards transferred to the 


Ii \t UafXatg i» tcEea'iitr *’ Dr. T*UL " ulib Dj. RuUn Tjtk», 
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army of tbe N&wab of Chide. and rose step by step to the rank of general, 
amassing enormous wealth as he rose. He was a prudent and successful 
cock-fighter; and Saadut Ali, the reigning Kswab of those days, was fond of 
betting with him. General Martin left £i 00,000 to found a school lor 
orphan children in Lyons, bis birthplace; * similar sum for founding a 
similar institution in Calcutta; and an amount nearly equal for a third 
in Lucknow. Each of these institution* is called La Martinicre, as directed 
by the founder, and all are flourishing and useful. Constantsa, his re¬ 
sidence, he left to the public as a serai or caravanserj. It was called, I 
was told, after his first love, a French maiden whom he had left behind 
him m France and who died long before he attained to wealth and honours, 
To prevent the Kawab from confiscating the building and estate, the 
General was buried, by his own directions, beneath it ; for a Mussulman, 
however unjust, will respect a grave, HJs tomb, in a sort A crypt beneath, 
is shown to visitors. A white marble bust of him stands on a sarcophagus, 
supported hqr Iwo figures of sepoys, coloured 1 The whole b in execrable 
taste. When the General died, hia furniture was sold by auction; and the 
Company’s agent purchased the chandelier ^ and lustres of Const antia to 
decorate the Goveiii«>r-GcncraFs jialace in Calcutta. They got them a dead 
bin gain, for the King of Oude would not bid Against the Company; and the 
Honourable Company was delighted with its commercial sagacity. No 
Yankee pedkr could have done the thing better. When one has said 
that Constantin Is vast and whimsical, all has been said about U that 
needs be said. Some part of the grounds reminded me of the gardens of 
Versailles, particularly a sheet of water in the form of a cross, with groves 
of clipped trees on either side; but on the whole, although it ts apparent 
that vast sums have been spent to produce the result that one sees 
before him, yet that result is altogether fritsm and wanting in harmony. 
The courts and fountains are European, the turrets anti domes are 
essentially Astailic in their character. The rooms have a certain European 
air about them, whilst the verandahs and the blinds are thoroughly Indian. 
Extent and incongruity are the character!sties of Constant la, " 


The accomplished sale of the Goidttt Cretin and the conclusion of the 
experimental sea fishery established by the Govt rumen l of Bengal recalls the 
fact that the question of a fish supply for Calcutta occupied the attention of 
the Government as long ago as 18291 fui in April of that year the AtitUit 
fentnai contains the following — 

" A proposal for the establishment of a fishery at the mouth of the 
Hooghjey, on an extensive scale. lus been put forth at Calcutta, and seems 
to meet with universal concurrence. An abstract of a pamphlet on the 
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subject appears in the Govt* n went Gate fa of the 22nd September, contain* 
ing the results obtained by n Committee formerly («e) appointed by govern¬ 
ment to Investigate Into the state of the Calcutta fish market, the report of 
which committee t* considered conclusive as to the following points:— 

i sttjf. That the supply of good and wholesome fish is tew than the 
demand, 

imdty. That the poor classes purchase bad fish at a price which ought 
to insure a supply of the beet 

ydly. That a groat portion of the fish which supplies the Calcutta 
market is spoiled iri the conveyance from distance. 

qtibly. That the fisherman's condition is wretched ; that he derives no 
advantage from the increased profit*, on the sale of fish, and cannot i here fore 
be expected to exert himself to supply the market, with fish of superior 
qualities. 

$thtjr. That the average daily price of fish sold in Calcutta is 
3 a. Rs. 1.780-30. 

mb. That the profits on the sale of fish is six annas in the rupee. 

jthiy. That no combination for the purpose of keeping up the price of 
fish seem to exist among the holders. 

" The pamphlet contains the following calculations: — 

" 'Taking Use average -1 the year, we may calculate on a dally sale of 
500 rupees worth of fresh and salt fish. This cannot be considered an ex¬ 
travagant average, when wc knot 1 , that the daily average sale of fresh fish 
alone in Calcutta is tjSo rupees worth, and I hat in addition the sale of im¬ 
ported fish is very great. The average of $00 rupees ftr dtem gives an animal 
sale of 1,81,500 rupees worth. 

Sum required to establish the fishing may be estimated at two lacs of 
rupees, and the monthly ex pence* exceed 10,000 rupees or i.sokooo per 
annum. This sum deducted from the receipts gives a profit of 62,510, or 
thirty-one per cent, on the money invested in thb speculation." 


Tun following extracts from contemporary periodicals are of general 
interest as reficcting upon the affairs of Calcutta during the period 1 828-31. 


Jan. 14, 182S, Cask of Joint An tone. —The individual, who is a 
Portuguese -tailor, was convicted on the 20th October, 1826, of the wilful 
murder of an English sailor. It appeared that the deceased was stabbed in 
Calcutta, but died IP the General Hospital, which was wilhuiit the jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court. The Chief justice suspended the execution uf the 
sentence till the authorities in England were consulted, lie was now brought 
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up and discharged ; Lis Majesty hiving been advised to grant him a free 
pardon,

Monument ane Statue tu nil: Late Lord i i astikcr—T he sate 
(iff) for the monument and statue to be erected in the honour of the Marquis 
of Hastings has been fixed upon by the committee, and will be near the iron 
gate in the inclosure of Tank-square, facing the Government House. It » 
intended, we believe, that the mnuumcnt shall be in the form of a temple; 
built in stone, contrived in such a manner as to protect the martitc figure from 
the corroding influence of the reasons in this dimate, Those interested in the 
subject will be glad to know something of the statue, the sculptor, and the 
progress that has been made in its execution. I he late John Flux man, Esq., 
Professor of Sculpture in the Royal Academy, wu the artist employed. In 
June tKjtfi Mr. Flaxman had almost finished two models for selection. He 
had -sometime before waited on Lord Hastings t-- obtain a sitting «t a cast 
from his features, but his Lordship was so highly satisfied with the celebrated 
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bust of him a elf by NollcMn.s that he preferred the head of the statue being 
copied from that Accordingly tbe Sculptor proceeded in his work, and 
made two sketches-—both excellent; hut the one finally approved ^as 
admitted by Mr Flaxman himself to be tbe most simple or noble in design. 
It was a plain figure with a military cloak and a scroll In one hand The 
model stands about three feet high, raised upon a square pedestal, which 
Is adorned with allegorical basso relievos. Happily at the period of Mr. 
FlaxmanS death the model of the statue of Lord Hastings was finished, 
and the workmen had commenced upon one of the most beautifully pure 
blocks of marbles that we have seen. The same people are completing it 
trim hare finished the best efforts of their master, so that there need be no 
apprehension about it being adequately executed, and worthy of the illustrious 
personage it is intended to honour. The height of the statue is about seven 
fret, and together with the embellished pedestal, will stand about twelve.—

Africa, America, or from any 
part in Asia, with which no communication by land is maintained, which 
letters are liable, on delivery, to ihc payment of postage* a bounty will be 
given at the rate of one anna per letter. 

* This bounty will be paid to the commander of the vessel equally on 
all letters, whether addressed to Madras, Bombay, or Calcutta, or to any 
station under this presidency, with the exception of those letters which arc 
free from the charge of'postage. 

” In all cases of wilful neglect in tilt delivery of the- packet', the claim to 
the bounty will be deemed to have been forfeited. General Post Oflitrr,

FtKE,—About the hour of deven o’clock on Friday night last a very 
alarming fire broke out in the Durmahutta, which being aided by a mild 
br«ue from the E.S.Ji. the dry state of the native huts and the very 
combustible materials (as wood, mats, etc.) with which they were stored, 
quickly communicated to the neighbouring premises, an J rendered the u. hole 
of die straw, built houses from the Strand to Clive Street, one immensely 
awful body of dames : nor did it stop hem. for the wind blowing Hie sparks 
and pieces of burning woxl on die ru-jf and Into the windows of a large 
brick-built house, containing lump, cordage, and a quantity of eocoamut 
shells, quickly involved it In the common destruction. One engine arrived 
at about half-past one, and ■< second at two, but w hat from iht bad supply 
of water and the defective state of the pipes, they were able Co render little, 
if any. assistance: and though the officer of the engines made every exertion 
to remedy these defects, and, if possible, to gel the fire under, jet the 
individual exertion of one elderly nunr, aided alone by natives, was perfectly 
insufficient for the performance of a duty which required more coolness, 
resolution and manual exertion than they arc possessed of; for what h to be 
expected of a race of beings who can look with feelings of despair at their 
own or With carelessness at the sight of other persons 4 property consuming, 
when tin? least exertion on their pan might be the means of saving it? It 
is 1 fact incontrovertible that people of this, kind aie ill-calculated, from the 
temerity of their character, to make what would be called in London bold 
firemen, In this instance, however, the exertions of two engines were, and 
indeed would under any circumstances {coming up at the Uic hour they .lid) 
be unavailing. At tiie commencement of the fire it was rumoured that 
there were at least from ten to fifteen engines in Calcutta ; but though it 
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burned with intense fury far six hours, so much as to enable a person to 
read in. Tank Squire, and though they were anxiously looked for, none 
arrived to save the property of those in the immediate vicinity, nor fut a 
long time after the fire began was there more than one police officer to 
protect It when removed from the flame*. ll U certain that had persons 
aimed with legal authority been present to so peri mend the supplies of 
water, ami had even two or more engines arrived within an hour or two 
after the fire broke out, much valuable properly would have been saved,—

We learn 
that in addition to the establishment of an invalid station tl Churra 
Poongee. it is projected to form a cantonment for 500 or 400 European 
troops somewhere in Llie Lossyu Hills, and -> survey has Ijetn made with 
a view tu fix upon the roust eligible spot adapted 10 such a purpose. Two 
ipcU are mentioned a* possessing great advantages, one b a fine plain, 
extending from the hill Chilli tigdrcss eastward to Nought cum, awJ presenting 
a surface of about four or five square miles, unbroken by any undulation 
which could not be easily rendered practicable for wheeled carriages. The 
altitude is probably about d,Soo Test, and the climate so moderate, that 
when the place was passed in May JSag, woolen clothes were worn by 
at, the Europeans from choice, though the reason was represented by die 
natives as an ordinary one. In winter there are frosts, but it does not 
appear that snow ever falls. The second spot is in the plain, aboul ibrce 
mile* south of Nojtcmdery crossed by the road between that place and 
SunareerrL This possesses all the advantages of the former, bet is probably 
a little lower, though not so much so as to lie perceptible however; and the 
access from this S|>ot to Ptmdua i* ca*ler, beside* enjoying obvious advantage 
of health and 'Ujmfnrt, a* crop* in cither rtf these positions would be prepared 
on emergency to Afford a speedy and ufTtrctunl support to any part of the 
North-East Frontier. Four marc he* would carry it to the centre of Assam 
and the same number in the opposite direction would carry it to the town of 
Sylhet, while a ju dicious arrangement of signals or ulegriphs- would secure

Statue of Warren The statue to the memory of Warren 

Hastings has been erected in the landing-place of the Town iTati, it is to 
be regretted that a more roomy situation coukl not have been found. There 
is scarcely one point of view from which it is seen to advantage, and in fact, 
where it is visible from the public road, passing the Town If nil, the narrowness 
of the lower arch through winch it is seen, takes away much from the effect il 
might otherwise produce: were it possible to enlarge this arch (it is the 
middle one, leading out of the verandah), the improvement would in our 
opinion be very considerable. The statue of the venerable Statesman and 
Governor-GefieraJ appears to be of the natural size, and is raised on a marble 
pedestal, executed In a style of great taste and simplicity Perhaps the effect 
produced by the principal figure is somewhat lessened by the proportion 
which the standing emblematical figure of Lhc Pundit bears to it, Tins figure 
is represented with his hand at Ills dun in meditative posture, the other 
supporting figure is a mu ns hie setting in the native fashion, with a took 
between bis knees. The artist has forgotten to cover the Teet of this figure 
with the drapery, or rather, in ignorance of the native customs, has exposed 
the part of one loot intentionally to view,— Cat. John Unit. Oct. is.

EFORH the time of the DaiiidH, referred to in a previous 
article under above heading which Appeared in our number 
of April 1909. William Hodges, RJV, visited India, and 00 
hi> return To England published 1 series of aquatint views 
of India, entitled Stitii Virsvi in India brawn an tht 
Spet tjHo-Sj with descriptive text- Ulis is perhaps the 
very earliest series of Aqusitini' dealing with India, and although none of 
them actually relate to Calcutta itself there are several pictures of places in 
the immediate vicinity, including; a view of Chinsura, and one m t no of 
Mooched a had, Mtmghyr, etc,, which an* item reproduced. 

William Hodges was the son of a blacksmith who kept st small shop in 
Clare market. In 1^1 he was appointed draughtsman to Captain Cook -s 
second expedition. Retiring after three years ire was engaged by the 
Admiralty in completing his drawings and in superintending the engraving of 
them. 

About (J78 he Trail to India under the patronage Warren Hastings, 
and during the next five years he painted many pictures of Bengal scenery 
for that gentleman anil also for Augustus C levin rid, Collector and judge of 
the Districts of Hliagulpore, Munghyr and Kajmehal after whose death in 
1784 some twenty uf Hodges’ paintings were sold—all being views in liiri? 
districts and many of which are included in his engraved wort. This wm 
printed for the author in Condon in 1786 and contains 4S plates all drawn 
end eitgiavnl by himself Air. Martin if Arris c in his JLr.ijitsi Coloured 
Beo&i writes regarding Hodges’ work.’ — " His sketches are lkiid and coloured 
by liHud wit 11 a freedom that makes them practically original water colours. 
The colouring indeed serves In suppress lather than employ and accentuate 
the aquatint ground." 

Coloured copies of this work are somewhat scarce, but are the only ones 
uortl> having, the tinailuurcri (printed in septa) being little more than a basis 
to work on in colouring, on which their artistic value principally depends.

Muxadabad 
was the fixed seat of his residence and to which place he invited men of talent 
This building has the appearance of a Monastic institution, each of tbc lesser 
domes covering h small room or cell, which was inhabited by » religious or 
learned person. The building originally was a large square surrounded by 
these appartmeuls, now greatly gone to decay.'

Hodgti was elected an Associate of the Royal Academy in 1786 and 
R.A, in the following year He died at fSrixhum neai Torquay in [797. in his 
54th year. 


\m BAILLIE, CALCUTTA. 

Following on tire ■scricc or views by Thus. Daniel], which were reproduced 
in the Journal for April last, there appeared in 1794 a set of t j views drawn 
by Wb. Bail l it of Calcutta. 

The proposals for the publication of there views appeared in the adver¬ 
tisement columns of the Calc nit a Gazette of 39th May 1794 and they are 
described as "executed in die man ner of stained Drawings." 

They are etchings on copper, afterwards coloured by hand, and were 
published tn four pails, each consisting of three plates, within paper covers— 
"price to subscribers five gold mohuri and to non-subscribers sicca rupees 
ninety-six the ret," 

Several of this series are taken from the same point of view as those 
already referred to by Thus Da nidi. They are well drawn and give a very 
good Idea of the Calcutta of the period. The following are the views repro-

Fraser (178.5-18Jf 5 ) was ,i great traveler and writer—also an amateur 
artist. In 12S15 he accompanied hH brother Wm. preset ljiRct‘ wards Resident 
at Delhi iind shot by Karram KWaw m the instance of she Navvata of Fim>,* 
poie p a full account of w hich ts given in SJceTnao's fcambUi mid 
uf an Indian Ojjiciai. London I844J hi .ill extended tour In the Himalaya* 
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and wrote an account of the Journey in his * Journal of n Torn through Pair 
of the Snowy Range, etc.," to illustrate which lie published at the same lime 
" Twenty views of the Himalaya Mountains, London iSm' 1 

It was probably about idith after his return faun ibis tour, that he 
visited Calcutta, but the publication of the views did not commence until 
1S24. They were issued in eight parts of three plates *4ch in covers. The 
first three parts were issued by Rod well and Martin of New Bond Street in 
1824 and the remaining parts by Smith Elder & Co, hi tSiG. 

AH of the early issues of these plates were duud. but there arc now many 
undated, and what appear to be late impression", in circulation, some 
coloured and some in monochrome, but a complete act of the early impres¬ 
sions is somewhat difficult to obtain;. The series is an interesting one 
although the colouring of some of the plates is not altogether pleasing. 

Attention may be drawn to l!.: plate here reproduced, showing the 
house of ]’aimer & Co in Lall Bazaar, now the Calcutta fulice office. 
John Palmer was the '■ Merchant Prince of Calcutta, 71 hut the firm came to 
grieT in the great financial crisis of iSjo-jj which swept away nearly all of 
the European Finns of that day, 

SIS CHARLES D'OYLV, CALCUTTA 
H Views in Calcutta ami iu environs, London 1848/’ are welt known 
plates of Calcutta views lithographed Irom sketches by Sir Charles D’Oyly 
probably nude about 1S30. This work iva« published In London in i^S, 
some years after D Oyty's death, which took place in Florence in 1845, His 
lather was Sir John Hadley D’Oyly, Bart,, of the H.ELI, Co.'s service, u friend 
of Warren Hasting’-, who also took an interest in the tosi ami secured for 
him a nomination in the sendee. The latter succ e eded to she title on the 
death of lies father in 1S18. Charles D'Oyly was an excellent artist and 
be had bii own lithographic press at Rftsgtilpore from which issued many 
of his sketches and those of other amateurs. But his largest work was 
published in London after hi." death and con Lai ns some 27 large plate*, 
beautifully coloured by hand These, like the coloured edition of Hodges 
work, are much more rare in the coloured than in the unco!tmred state and 
any copies winch may now come lu sale fetch a good price. 

These drawings were probably made about 1830 and many of the scenes 
depicted have not allured much from that day to this. The large pepul tree 
and masonry sentry tiox shown in the picture reproduced are still, J believe 
in existence. 

Bishop Hcber in his Narratk't of ,1 [oat-ny th*a tht Up fur Prveinui 
if India, f&ji refers to Sir ChajJe* iJ'Oyly a* one <if the finest amntein 
artists he had ever met. 
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SAMUEL DAVIS {1760-1SI& 

An interesting view of H Calcutta from Fort William" is that by Samuel 
Davis which is here reproduced. This is from a large coloured aquatint by 
C Dobourg from a painting bv Davis, which formed one of a series of 
engravings of Indian subjects published; (805*1807. 

Samuel Davis Is referred to in Buckbnd's Dkt&naty of Indian Biography 
where It is stated that lie went to Bengal as an Officer of Engineers. He 
accompanied Turner's Embassy to Thibet in 1783, but he himself never got 
beyond Bhutan, where he remained about six month-; and marie many 
sketches of that country. Some of those were afterwards engraved by Wm. 
Daniel I and published Under the title nf " Views in Bhootan." Samuel 
Daniel!, a younger brother of William Danitdi. has been con fused with Samuel 
Davis as the author of these sketches, hut Samuel Daniel! never was in India 
He ivij first In South Africa and afterwards in Ceylon, where he died in lEn 
Redgrave in his Dictionary of Artists of the English School makes this 
mistake and so did the Dictionary sf Xotioxsni Biography, but In the new 
edition of thl* work the error ha* been corrected. In the preface to the 
Oriental Annual of the y ear ill which some of these Bhootan engravings 
appear (1S3S or 1839 l think) it U clearly stated that they are from sketches 
by Samuel Davis, 

Davis was afterwards admitted tu the E.L Cft's service and was at 
Benares when Wa«ir AN, the deposed Nawsb ol Oudc. revolted and kitted 
Mr. Cherry, the Governor-General's Agent. He then attacked Davis, who 
however managed to defend himself and family by taking up a position, pike 
in hand, at the top of the staircase leading to the roof, which he successfully 
maintained until rescued, A full account of this is given In IVasir Ali Khan ; 
or tht Massacre of Benares—a Chapter of British India History — 1&44.' 
Davis afterwards became a Director of the E.L Co. and died in 1819.

If Raja Sitaram Ray was not indeed a mythical personwas he really a 
hero or only a dacoit > When did he exist, what were his military triumph*, 
and how is it that so little is known of his exploits s 

Mr. Stuart (Zfittory of Bmg&l) characterises Sitaram as a duofL He 
may or may not haw been a hero in the truest sen** of the word, hut the 
legends associated with Msihammadpur, and the temples and mins which 
exist in such profusion indicate something more than the activities of a mere 
robber-chief 

The date of SUaram's birth, like that of many other Indian heroes is 
Eargely a matter of conjecture. Mr. Westland fixes iht date of hb death ,4 &t 
the very latest about 1764,” but there appears to be little evidence in support 
of this when one reads Long s St/teiwvts from the Ru&rfk of Governmtnt\ 
VoL /, fag? j&t whett may be found a letter from the Ntwab to the 
English Governor of Calcutta under date the iHth Kmvember 1764. from 
which we quote :— 

14 1 have had the pleasure to receive your letter wherein you write that 
Mi. Rose, an English Merchant,* was going in a boat with some 
money and goods; that the boat people murdered him near 
Backergunge, seized the money iind good* and took shelter in 
the zemindar! of Sitaram ; that you enclosed me an account of 
the money and goods that were plundered; that J should write

" 1 have already by word of mouth, represented to you that a* Mr. 
Rose, an FugUih gentleman, was travelling in a boat with 
some money and goods, the boar peopte murdered him near 
Hackeigurtge and tarried away the money and good*. «xl took 
-■belter in the remindari of Sitaram, In order to enquire into 
this affair I sent an Englishman 10 the said zemindar, but he 
would not regard him.” etc. 

The name of Sitaram is invariably connected with Day3ram, thcanccstor 
of the house of Dighapat iya. The Late Babu Kteort Cbaud Mitra in nil 
article tm "The Rijdit of Ray-hahi *** stated that Day a rani beaded the 
successful expedition sent to apprehend Sim ram and was on thai account 
created Rai Rayan by the ,\’awab, and the name of Dtiyaram occurs also in 
Long's Records in a tetter to " Mirra Eritcli fawn Naib of Mur? hid a bad 
from the Governor, under date r 'th J an nary [ 764 

“At this time l am informed, by * letter from Mr, William son at Cos- 
-.imba/ar Factory, that a hundred m.timds of silk belonging to 
the Company were coming from Ramptir Uhoftah to the said 
Factory, but Were slopped by Davaram. the xemihilar -.f 
Raj shah} t on the occasion of the troubles breaking out, and 
that one Rsdha Ki*scn. an officer of yours, has taken the said 
silk from the remind;!; Ini-' hh own possession and has not yet 
sent it to the Factory." 

If the above statements are to l*e accepted, it would appear that 
SiUrua was Iking in 1764. .1 yr;ir before the granting of I he Dewarti. Oil 
the other hand a reference to the inscription on, the Temple of Kali (Vide 
Btngai Past *mi Pment, October fyyH p. 514 may be noted here as being 
of interest in this connection;— 

At ah, bhujts, ram, Aj&rintr Sknkt Dmabhtsj, Jiiayam 
Aknti SAri t Sthiraimi tajvmt Mandtrum" 

This Slqka requires some explanation. It may be translated " I11 the 
year of the era called Sak, earth*arms -tastes-earth, this temple, the abode ot 
Dasabliuja, was built by Sitarem Ray," The Sak era commenced in 78

The date is therefore l-2*6-1 or as written with the targest denomination first 
1621 Saka. This year began in April 16991 (Westland, ftsiare, p, 33, and Edn.) 

There is another such inscription on the temple of Lakshi Saroyan which 
reads 

" Lakshyniitflraj'am Sthitkai tarh'akthi 'rairt’bku Baht 

Ninmtham pitripttnyarthyam Sitaramtna Mandiram " 

u " For the abode of the I-akshi Naroyan, in the year of Sak Logic-eye- 
taste-Earth, this temple was built by Sit a ram Tor the sake of t he beatitude 
of his father.'* 

The explanation is 

Logic —There are sis systems ot Logic. 

E/t -—Eyes always go by twos. 

Tat ft .—There are six taste*. 

Earth. —-Stands for one. 

Reading the figures as before, we have the date 1626 of tlm Sak era 
which commenced in April 1704. The inscription on the temple of Krishna 
places the date in 1703. 

Apart from this enigmatic evidence we may consider another fact. If 
176+ or 1765 i* the correct date, either Meer jaffar or Neearoad Dowlalt was 
Governor or Nawab of Bengal The firman nr the iamtf granted to SiEur.irn 
testifies clearly to the regret* of Murchid Khuli wiio occupied the guddet 
of Bengal from 1704 to 1723.* 

jn fact, we cannot come to a precise conclusion as regards the date of 
this hero's exploits. The version given by Stuart in bis History of Bwgat 
is certainly to be discredited, and on the whole we are tempted to accept Mr. 
Westland's version unsupported as it is by reliable records. 

Mr. Stuart thus speaks of Sitaramf 

“ it b related, that a perron of an Illustrious family, named Syed A boo 
Tu/ab, through the interejt of one of the Viiirs, obtained the

a band of rabbets. With these he used to infest the roads and 
plunder the boats on the rivers, ami even carry off the cattle from 
the villages setting at defiance the power of the Foujcdar to 
extirpate this public depredation, Abu Turab, applied for 
assistance to tire Naw&h, but, instead of affording him the required 
aid, he was supposed in an underhand manner, to countenance 
and encourage Sitaram/ 

At length the Foujedar, finding he had nothing to expect from the 
governor, took into his own pay an Afgan officer, named Peer 
Khan, with mo of his followers, wei! mounted and armed and sent 
him to beat up the quartern of the depredator but Sitararn, 
having intelligence of the circumstance, moved to another part 
of the country, where by chance he fell In with the Foujedar, 
who was amusing hlmrelf in limiting and attended by a very small 
escort, lb* robbers immediately attacked Foujedar and his 
party and before thdr chief came tip, killed Abu Turab. VVheu 
Sitararn found tint it was the foujedar he had slain, he was 
very distressed and told his followers tliat the Nawab would 
certainly avenge the insult offered to JiLt government by flaying 
them alive ant) by desolating the pergunna of Mahamoodabad: 
he then respectfully delivered the body to the Foujedar'$ 
attendants, who carried it to IIIioos nnh and interred it in the 
vicinity of the town, 

When the Nawab received Intelligence of the murder of Abu Turab, he 
was greatly alarmed, being apprehensive of having incurred the 
displeasure of the Emperor by his neglect of so respected a 
person, whom be knew had many friends about the court 
who would not fail to represent the state or the case. He, 
therefore, appointed Bukhslt Aly Khan to succeed the deceased 
and sent with him a considerable force with instruction to seize 
Sitararn and all his party, Orders were also issued to alJ the 
neighbouring zemindars to assist in seising the offender, and 
they were informed that if he was allowed to make his escape 
through any of their districts 1 , they would be expelled from their 
lands and suffer other grievous punishments. These orders bad 
an instantaneous effect: the zemindars raised their patstiomilatvs 
and hemmed the robbers on every side until Hukhih Ali Khan 
arrived, who „ seized Sitaram, Ids children and accomplices, 
and sent them in irons to MurshidabacL where Sitararn and the 
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robber* * were impaled alive and thr children and women sold as 
slaves." 

This is the " romance " as given by Stuart, but with all deference* we 
cannot accept this version without some reserve. Mr. Westland rightly 
observes that " The tanks and temples and rivers at Muhammad par consist 
far better with the local legend than with the Mnhammadpur account 
There appears, however, no valid reason for discrediting tlvi statement that the 
robbers were impaled alive, tor some of the N’swabs at that lime were known 
to have resorted to this form of punishment in tile cute of zemindars who 
were irregular in their payment of revenue, and it is there fore quite possible 
that it was adopted towards those who iried to set up an independent 
sovereignty. 1 

The more probable story is that given by Mr. Westland, which 
although based on legend, t< generally corroborated by fact * 

ln Bengal, at this time there were (_ provinces {Bart Bhurjra as the 
term is in Bengalee' and the rulers who were semi-independent were rather 
remiss in remitting their revenues to the Badthah or to his Nawab Xow to 
bring these refactor)' /umindsr* within control—ns Mr. Westland tayv — or tu 
subdue a P Alban Chief who had rebelled at Fateyabaci. Sitaram was sent 
(either by the Emperor w by SI mist a Khan, the then .Vawab uf Bengal) with 
an army. He was successful and as a reward for his victory was given the 
tialdipurgaHHa * as a Jaiglt. Sitararo. however, was not the mail to remain 
satisfied with this pittance, so he went to Delhi and represented to the 
Emperor the lawlessness or ihe provinces of Bengal* .Aursngzcb was pleased 
to grant him a firman and tu confer upon him the title of King, Sitaram then 
came to Murdiidabad and pair) the customary Nazar to Murshid Kuli Khan, 
who. in his mrn. granted him another firman, exempting him from payment 
of revenue for the next few years, Si tar am then returned and began to build 
the town of Muhammad pur. Opinions vary as to the origin of this name 
Mr. Westland says, ‘at the place where Situ rain desired lo build bis house, he 
found that an old Muhomedan Fakir, Muhammad Khan, had established 
him- «lf. Si tar run dewed him in leaver the place, but he declared that he 

would sooner be killed. However, on being pressed he consented to go, 

provided bis name were left as the name of the place and therefore 
SiUram gave hi* new city the name of Mulmmmadpur. ’ This is. of course, 
legendary. It is also said that a Fakir, by name Muhammad All, was *

Hindu Kingdom, the Fakir in uriter !-.■ attract Mahometan citistuiiii and tJm* 
to show the spirit of toleration, advised SiUram to n*Cdt it after the Prophet. 
It may be added that the late novella! Hat Bankiro Chandcr Chatterjee 
Bahadur in bis novel “ Si Ur am 11 adopt* this view. 1 

A Word as to the -election of this place: Tradition has it that Sitaram's 
father Udayanamyau was one day riding when the hoofs of his horse stuck 
in the mud. He dug open the spot and finding that the hoof had got 
entangled in a trident ■' 7 mula), he eventually discovered the Lakshminarayan 
Idol. Another legend connects the name of Si tar am and not that of his 
father with this incident. Bo I It -tic, however, agreed that this marvel induced 
il it am m to build his capital there, 

How Sitaram gradually became the proprietor of a Raj cannot be traced 
definitely. At any rate it is passible that he became supreme in his country 
and began to levy contributions on the other Bhniyns of Bengal ami also 
that be found himself strong enough to refuse payment of revenue. He had 
at this time a serviceable, if noi well-equipped, army, and we hear of several 
of his generals, among them being Mcnahathi who figures in the legends of 
Jessorc as one of superhuman strength, Bactar, a pathan who was a dacoit 
but who had been converted by Sitantni. Fakir Maehkata (Cutter of Fish; 
a Namastidra by caste, Rup Chand Dhuli, another Naroasudra, and others. 
SiUram's army was composed principally of men of his own country but 
there was also * largo contingent of Kshattriyas, at fighting race, and tracer 
of these can be found even now, for the descendants of these Kdrattriya 
soldiers are living In a village KaLgarspant near Muharamadpur* 

Abu Torah at that time whs the representative of the Nawab. He 
regarded with great distrust the rise of this upstart, as he thought him. 
and was constantly urging the Nawab to crush him, Sitaram had offended 
his iv hei (pleader) by refusing to marry the latter’s daughter (who was a 
widow and with whom Sitaram had probably been on terms of intimacy in 
his earlier days) and he now turned traitor to Sitararn and divulged his plans.

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The mutt was the expedition led by Abu Turab. Sitaram was prepared, and 
inflicted on Abu Turab a crushing defeat, and the latter paid for his temerity 
with his life, bis head being struck from bis body by Sitaram’s general 
Menah&lhi. 

Another formidable force was sent under Bn* Ail Khan, but he also was 
defeated by Sitaram who, with Im own land' managed two guns KnU Kh<w 
and Jkumghun Khan. Sitaram was now proclaimed a rebel in the Nawab’s 
court and a huge army under Singhacam Shall was despatched against him. 
Sira Jam's real citadel of strength was his general, Mcnahathi, and Singh aram 
profiling by the information of a spy was able to surprise and capture Meuahali 
while the latter was offering his accustomed prayers. But it was found impos¬ 
sible, the legend says, to kill the captive. His assailants belaboured him with 
all sorts of weapons but this proved unavailing, for Menahali had con¬ 
stantly with hint a drug by which his body was rendered im|pervious to their 
weapons, although the drug could not prevent him from feeling the pain of 
the blows. The constant assaults wearied him. and rather than suffer lie 
divulged the secret of the drug. But its Influence could only be checked 
if it was thrown into the Ramsagar—one of Sitaramtanks. This was done 
and Menahaihi died. His head was sent to like Nawab who said, “A man 
like that you should have brought alive, not killed. 11 The head was sent to 
Muhammad pur and a tomb was built over it. 

It need hardly be said that the death of his general, severely handicapped 
Sitaram He was still, however* able to defeat Singhanun on one occasion, 
but subsequently his fort was captured, 

We have conflicting stories about the death of Silaranv One is that 
be was taken to Mnrshidabad and tliere impaled alive; another made him 
drink poison on his way to the Capital- The most interesting tradition is 
this:—In the attack on his Forties'- Sitaram wu dangerously wounded. 
Muhammad Alt, the Fakir of whom mention has been made in the earlier 
part of this article, sent one of his disciples, who look from the senseless 
Sitaram h« royal robe and turban* and decking liimwlf in these, went on the 
battle-field, and was captured and killed. In the meantime Sitaram had been 
removed from (he fie id by the well-wishing Fakir and carefully tended, lie 
did not however survive, and died the next day, 

Needless to say the fort was given over to toot and the much-prised idol 
Lakshminarayan was taken away by Day or an 

We have tried to place in a compact form the story of Sitaram. His 
name has survived perhaps less on account of his military genius duo his 
monumental works. The most important of these was the Fort completed fn 
1657- The j«lice inside the Fort was more than a mile in length and half a 
mile in breadth Besides (he temples, there are ta tt V- oj Interest 01 these 
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the Ram sugar had a trad ilk’ll attached to it, There was a widow who hart a 
son, Sita. One day while the widow was calling him by name, Sitaram. who 
was passing, pretended to apply the call to him seif and asked the woman 
wiiat she wanted with him. After ?he had explained the mistake, Sitararn 
pointed to a creeper and asked the price of it. The widow gladly offered it 
to the Raja a* a gift whereupon Silas am promised to do anything the widow 
asked of him, She said that she was in sad need of water, and Stiaram 
ordered Menahalhi to dig a lank as tong as the flight of ait arrow. The arrow 
fell a thousand yards off but as it was not possible to dig out a tank of that 
magnitude, as the space included the lands of Brahmins, Si tat am had a 
smaller tank dug. 

Regarding the so-called H treasure " tank it may be said that as late as 
($41. 500 gold mohurs in a box were found therein and Mr, Westland men- 
tin ns another Instance in * 36 ? when - boy of the (Hi catfc found a fota full 
cf rupees. It may be added in this connection that" treasure tanks arc not 
at all uncommon. The Atrti jke , f, the abode of one of Slirajuthdowla's aunt*, 
contained a i-mr.il wdl full of treasure. 

Regarding the idol in the temple of Kali it is said that one day a gold¬ 
smith eulogised before the king the workmanship of his son. Sitannn ordered 
the boy to prepare an idol of pure gold. Arrangements were made to guard 
the royal gold while the workman was engaged with JjJs work, but the boy. 
although he worked on the gold In the day time, prepared at night another 
idol of alloy, When the work was finished the boy took the golden idol to the 
Rams agar to have it properly washed before Hr, installation. He had, however 
in the previous night placed the idol of alloy underneath the steps of die 
tank and he now managed to change the one for the other. Nobody 
detected the trick, buL it is said that the father eventually Informed the R-ija 
of the boy’s deception, and that SiUnrni with rare magnanimity not only 
restrained from punishing him hut presented the boy with the golden idol and 
placed the idol of alloy on Urn pedestal.

Gtn^nl Coote at this time went to Madras from Trippasore. to settk 
with Lhts Count!) where Lb^ troop? should iiiiitnr; and sm the jbth of 
November the Army moved to Pr^iiEimaioe. 

It was in Hie year 17S1 thot Mr. Ilart %4 tmUert-wk liw well-known 
visit to Benares, fur Lire purpose of extorting .1 sum ai monoy from (he 
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Rajah Cheytc Sing-, to supply the immediate call? upon the Company's 
Treasury, which was at this period quite exhausted. 

The circumstance* oF the arrest of Cheyte Sing, on the 15th of August 
and the subsequent fray in which the unfortunate Rajah escajied, and in which 
a party of sepoys and several Officers fell a sacrifice to Mr Hastings’ 
imprudent measures, are to l>: found in detail in several of the Histories of 
British India. 

Alluding to this unfortunate event Colonel Pear sc, in one or two letters, 
laments the death of a Captain MavaRre, an old and intimate friend, who 
was one of the victims, being in command of the Artillery at Benares when 
Mr, t fastings arrived. 

By the Instructions which Colonel Pear sc received before bo mar died 
with the Bengal troops, it appears that he was to have had the permanent 
command of them as far as respected “ musftn. payments, and all official aih 
wnUti rehlied to tm detachment " (until his return to Bengal) 11 -i-iihaut change." 

“'Sir Eyre Com*, having deprived Colrrtrel Pearte of the command of the Penpal 
tmops, igjmediately on ilieu jnlnin^ his army, the Heard {fajfctwipg up «he amt spirit of 
(■ersecmtatiK on ihe pie * of his not haring 1 hr command, pasted a resolution cm the >*t of 
Noveinbti rjSi, by ^liith the allowances fixed for the cc-uusind were taken unity from 
Goltmel Peaist* 

In December, Colonel Pearse addresses Mr, Hastings on these points, 
and complains of Sir Eyre Caotc's act, as one of tyranny, ami injustice. He 
says>— 

*' The .uscrtlun of its brio* in act of tyranny and injustice, I mate Knnd, hy shewing 
rfi.it before I arrive J here. Coo re had appointed Ovrcn tferiallv to anmnatut the AV*<?a/

Every attempt was apparently made, on the part of General Conte, to 
drive away Colonel Pears* from the Army in disgust; and the reader will 
find in the sequel, that it was his lot to undergo the severest trials which a 
military man. who has the pride of a soldier about him, can suffer. 

The personal inconvenience* and hardship* which Colonel Pcarsc must 
have undergone In this campaign, ate never complained of, but with all the 
conscious ability of a Commander , supersession and insult lie could not put 
up with silence; and at length, he made a last appeal in which he 
requested, that if he could not be reinstated in hU command, he might be 
recalled from the‘Army, 
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On the 20th of December, he write* to Mr. Hastings as follows :■—

Mr, Fetrie, a particular friend of Colonel Pearse's, was at this time about

The conduct of Col and Lnrjg WAS certainly very unjustifiable; vve can 
hardly conceive a sufficient cause, that shall exculpate an Officer for the act 
of quitting hi* post, m fJtc cvr &/ icfuai service, and with the enemy aim&st 
in sight Yet, though Colonel Lang merited censure ami disgrace for this 
act* he was by the personal bUteati^ of Lord Macartne^v, afterward* solicited 
to return to the Army on his Loid chap's receiving intelligence of the 
serious Ulness of Sir Eyre C00U , ^ efreumstauac which Colonel Fearse very 
justly complained of on lib return from the service.

A SIDE-LIGHT OS THE MUTINY. 


I HE East Indian Railway has been closcty associated with the 
development nl Calcutta (luting the last sixty years. Unsay 
theref'ire be interesting to set down the history d f the early 
da vs of tlse rail way when ilie first engineers from England 
borl literally to an their way through the jungles or Dengal 
in nrder to connect Calcutta with the inland world by an 
adequate and lasting means. The Mutiny figures largely, for outside the 
Civil Service the railway engineers were the only other body ol civilians 
affected by it. 



Mr. (afterwards Sit) Rowland Macdonald Stephenson was tiio founder 
am) Mil Agent if the East Indian Railway Company. He brought ihh 
company Into being in London in itij.i.f although during the preceding 
years ike had carefully collected data. In the Cold weather of IS45-46 a 
trial survey bj him from Calcutta to Delhi and be then went 

home to forward bis proposals to his hoard of Directors and ta the Honour- 
able East Inrli t Company. Sir R, M. Stephenson returned to India when 
the building of the railway L> ■ Rani;; in 1 vs sanction td is an ex peri mental 
measure in 1&50.; The delay during Lhc years 1 S46 tu {£49 was mainly due 
to the great diversity of vie*,* and opinion put forward to the GovernatOtti 
by its officials.

However, Stephenson 
and George Turnbull, the first Chief Engineer, overcame these difficulties in 
the end against all opposition, These two practical men faced a Government 
with no previous experience of railways and a population ignorant of the 
Company's wants and doubtful of its benefits. Further there was no Land 
Act under which land fur the railway could be purchased ; the new I-and Act 
was not passed till the end of December tSjO, hut previous to this Mr. 
Turnbull with his tw o first Assistants, Messrs. Purser and Evans, mode every 
effort to start ihe work in fact, I hey were actually able La obtain the consent 
of the owners of the land to open out a track through the jungle along the 
centre lint before fsjrmal acquisition. By the end of 15JO only five or six 
miles of the line to Panduah remained to be cleared, and a year later three* 
quarters of the embankment and some of the brickwork had been completed. 
This illustrates the rapidity with which the engineers worked once they had 
a clear start nor must the disadvantages against rapid working be forgotten. 
Inspectors and bricklayer* from England had to teach the native* their 
work and native surveyors had to be trained ; a training school for surveyors 
bad been started at Howrah in 1845 far the first survey and it was rc-opcncd 
in t&ji.

Matter* after nearly three years, 
were al length favourably jellied, Finding the carriage mode!* tost, to 
save time. Mr, John Hodgson set about building some himself and when 
these were complete he tendered to tile celebrated Calcutta coach-building 
firms of Messrs, Stewart and: Company and Scion and Company to build 
enough carriages, vans and wagons to start with.* 

in those days ill the engine*, tail* and iron work had to come out in 
sailing ships . very’ often thtst.- were wrecked and sometimes, us in the case 
of the first locomotives sent out. the ;hip$ were long overdue The first 
locomotives came out in the Ktdgtrtt by way of Australia, and they were 
unloaded in the Hughli in June 185+ On the rath of that month one had 
been erected and was taken on a trial trip by Mr, Hodgson from Howrah to 
Failduah thus cm mute ting “the firs! link in a continuous chain which 
within a few years “ proudly wrote Stephenson, " would connect the extreme 
points of the Indian Empire with the Metropolis,' 1 

The Railway was opened « far as Hughli on ihe t jth August and op 
to Band 11 ah on tile 1st September, tSj4 The occasion was one of great 
novelty even to Europeans and the Native impression was quite favourable*! 
[n 1S54 it was proposed to use Bengal Coal in the locomotives and 
samples were sent home. English coal was then being obtained at it-14 
pet ton, in Ibis year toe* the survey of tin: lint was pushed forward to Agra

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and It was proposed to develops further through Meerut and Urnbaila and 
by the foot of the Hills of Lahore. 

On Saturday, the jtd February 185 ; the line was opened to Raniganj 
with due pomp and circumstance unfortunately " the health of the Governor* 
General rendered it impossible for his Lordship to do more than attend the 
prayers at the Howrah Station."' The year (855 was one of great progress 
in those parts of the line not affected by the Sotilhal Rebellion, The line 
from Allahabad was being pushed on and the works at the Sone Bridge 
were started; 60 feet brick arches and the use of Pals mail coal, floated 
down the Soue, for the brick making was first proposed. The present steel 
girders of 150 feel were subsequently settled on.* At the time too the 
Government suggested a bridge over tbe Hughli and boring* were taken by 
one of the East Indian Railway Engineers but nothing further was dune. 
The Matlah River project also cime up, and the East Indian Railway were 
in favour of working it . 1 ! 1 The line from .Agra onwards to I .abort was 
surveyed by way of the right bank of the Jumna and Delhi by Mr. I’uTf^r, 
and brick-making, etc. on this section was actually in progress when the 
Mutiny broke out- The Mutiny entirely changed the railway policy of [he 
Government and the alignment was changed to the present route via the left 
bank of the Jumna and Aligarh and Ghajiabad in 1 S 5 &, as it was found that 
the Mutiny was the strongest on that side of the River Jumna. The line 
fr.-m Delhi to Lahore had subsequently also to be abandoned to the Punjab 
Railway Company although the line and the site for the Sutlej bridge had 
been fully surveyed by the East Indian Railway Engineers. 

The Sanths! Rebellion gave some trouble to the engineers and contrac¬ 
tors In Birbbuai and Rajmebat, and there was a certain amount of loss of 
personal effect*, many bungalow? were burnt down by the rebels arul those at 
Taljhari (now the C.M.S* Mission) were sacked At Rarnpur Haut the rail¬ 
way people built a strong round tower into which they retired when necessary. 
The work* were delayed --ff hem! on from July to February 185 $, The charge 
of 'ipprcsrion brought Against the contractors (Messrs. Nelson j a* j reason 
for the Rebellion was entirely without foundation, in fact, a month after the 
ftrnl outbreak the contra elm* were able to collect their labour together to 
proceed with the works partially. The Railway engineers were thanked by 
Government for the stand they made against the insurgents owing to which 
ws* attributed the safety of many wealthy villages. Several trains were nm 
from Howrah tv Kaniganj with troop? to quell the insurrection and in fact

On the first troops from Meerut reaching Delhi on ‘.he [Homing of the 
t llh of May. most of the civilians in Dcllii were massacred, it appears how. 
ever that those of the Railway engineer who were in Delhi managed to 
escape without their property to the South, Their names were Mr IV, H. R. 
Curll, District Engineer, Messrs. Michael and Carter, Assistant Engioenrs, 
Cummin#. Spencer mid Taylor, junior Engineer# and Berm nn Inspector. 
About 30 miles south of Delhi they were allowed to take shelter in a fort 
belonging to the Raja of Ballabgarh. Shortly afterward* they hud to flee 
from this place to Agro, too miles beyond, end in doing so Mr, C. B. Taylor 
and Inspector W. 5 . Bonn were kltled by the mutineers.* The rest of the party 
readied Agra, where luckily the safely they anticipated was obtainable. 
There they found Messrs. C. B, LeMesurter, J. Moekemcss and Johnson, 
Railway Engineers, uud all of them volunteered service in what was known

Muttra, with *o other civilian* This little Hotly of horse did good u-nrk fn 
patrolling the roads in nnd out of Agra. They got within jo miles of Delhi 
and were in notion more than nnec. Similarly at Aligarh what Railway men 
there were volunteered in the * Aligarh Volunteer Horse/' They had their 
headquarters at Madrak, ( where there is now a railway station), and had a 
sharp fight there one night with the Gwalior Troops from Hat hr as and after¬ 
wards went to Agra in time for the battle there on the jth Junfc On the 
Jfd June the Acting Agents* reported to the Board of the Railway in 
England that * the works between Agra and Delhi are of course all suspended, 
Delhi fa still in the hands of the mutineers and the attempt to retake it will 
be made as soon as a strong force of European troops can be collected. All 
India is affected by this Mutiny of the native troops. The Engineers on the 
Cawnpur District have been obliged to leave the line and to retire Into 
Cantonments for safety." I will now trail scribe the words of W, H. Fitthett,+ 
he writes, 1 Perhaps the most obstinate and bloody fighting during the siege 
(of Cawnpur) took place in the Line of unfinished barracks which crossed 
the South- West angle of the entrenchment.* The Sepoys held the northern 

half or this tine of buildings. Of the three buildings to the south_which 

completely commanded the entrenchment— wliat was called " No. 4 " v, as 
held by a party of amateur soldiery-civil engineers employ ed on the East 
Indian railroads (nr.). There were a dozen of them, young fellows more 
fnniliai with theodolites than with rifles hut a duster of English Life- 
Guards could not have fought whh cooler bravery* And the civil engineers 
had a keenness of wit and a fertility of mechanical resource which veteran 
soldiers might easily have lacked* 

Vainly the sepoys pelted “ No. 4 with ^-pounder shot, scourged it 
with musketry fire, or made wild rushes upon it. The gallant railway men 
devised new barriers for Ihc door,, and new shields for the window s* and shot 
with cool and deadly aim, before which the sepoys fell like rabbits, * k No. 4 " 
like Hcnigoumontat Waterloo, it might be battered into a wreck,but could not 
be captured fu the Memorial Church at Cawnpur to-day, not the least 
touching tablet is one upon which is inscribed 


To the Memory of the Engineers in the service of the East Indian 
Railway Company who died and were killed fn the Great Jnsur- 
rection of t8$7. This monument is erected In affectionate retnem- 
_ brance by the ir brother engineers in tire.V. W. Provinces* India.'"

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Mr. Fitchett goes on to describe the sorties of the garrisons from Barrsces 
Noa. 2 and 4 which at a given signal " would dash out together, a little knot 
of ragged, unwashed, sm^ke-blackened sahibs, counting about thirty in all, 
and running without regular order, and with that expression on their faces 
which the sepovs knew' meant tragical business; and, with musket and 
bayonet or hogs pear. Ihey would sweep the line of barracks from end loend." 

This illustrates what fortitude and braveness could be mustered from 
the ranks of the engineer? of the East Indian Railway in tbls time of great 
need ft was the same all over the line as wilt be seen hereafter. No set 
of civilians had a finer record of courage and usefulness, besides showing 
great foresight as at Allahabad and Arrah, and it is well perhaps to record 
what wu accomplished, lest we forget. 

The name of those killed In Cawnpur were A, M. M, Miller. A. C. 
Ileberden, Resident Eiigmeern. and \V, Digges La Touche, Robert Hanna. 
J. C Bayrte and W, Forsyth, Assistant Engineers. Besides these there was 
Inspector f. Holmes and sixteen subordinates with their families whose 
names are written on the tablets of the Memorial Church—44 men, women 
and children in all. 

I will now pass on to Fateh put On the position becoming dangerous 
Robert Tucker, the j udge, sent all the Europeans to Allahabad for safety, 
himself alone remaining. Everyone knows the story of his heroic and 
single-handed defence of his house, ft is not, however, generally known that 
the railway employes before leaving put his house into a thorough state of 
defence. Similarly at Banda an East Indian Railway Inspector, of the 
name of Bews (Have? 5 who had escaped to this place from Fat eh pur made 
himself useful by cleaning out and repairing the old ruined fort of BhoragUih 
to which the Europeans oi Banda were to have gone for safety.* This plan 
was afterwards abandoned and the residents escaped from Banda, snme in 
Mr, Dews' trap, to Mircapur by way of Mnihar and Rewah, 

In reporting to their Board 00 the 3rd June tSjy, the Acting Agents 
of the East Indian Railway wrote the following regarding the state of Allaha¬ 
bad. u He (Mr. Purser, the Chief Engineer, North-West Provinces) and 
Mr. Hodgson have been obiiged to sent! all their plans and valuable papers 
Into the Port of Allahabad, and .ill the Railway Company’s servants there 
have been furnished with arms and have assisted both the Civil and Military 
powers by patrolling at night, keeping the peace, and taking their turns at 
other duties for the general welfare."

Allahabad, * We have plenty of cause for amusement here. The railway 
people insist on going the grand rounds. One cadet doing duly with 
the 6th Native Infantry, walked in the verandah last night five hours, aimed 
with sword and pistol, amid the raillery of his wiser comrades," * 

In one d the most ghostly old cemeteries l know, a great, long, crowded 
place with funereal tress giving a ghostly light, is the grave of John 
Hodgson, the first Locomotive Superintendent of Lhc East Indian Railway, 
in an honoured place next to the stone beneath which "were laid on f$th 
June 1857 tbc remains of 7 officers of the 6lh Regiment Native infantry who 
were murdered by their own men at the Mutiny of that Regiment on the 
night of 6th June. Eight other officers or the same Regiment or doing duty 
with it were murdered at the same time but their bodies were not recovered. 1 
tha t is, only a fortnight after the correspondent had written, 

15 officers of the 6th Native Infantry were massacred and among them, “his 
wiser comrades." The story of Arthur Cheek of the same Regiment may 
also be remembered.

Bridge, died 30th June and George Richareon, Foreman, died suit August 

1 fancy it was Mr. Betas h, district Engineer, who instated on doing 
the grand rounds as he was made Adjutant of the " Volunteers * after the 
Mutiny had broken out, and he had under him 65 civilians who did good 
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service with Genera! ffeiitL His name coupled with that of Major Ryves 
was mentioned to Government by the Cotanusainner. Kaye states that the 
railway works and engines were among the* first things destroyed by the 
rabble under the Mirtvt Liakat All* and that they brought their guns to 
bear on the engines, battering them to pieces " some appearing to be afraid 
of approaching them as though they were living monsters, 1 ' Seeing this 
destruction of his engines from the Fort may have hastened piaor John 
Hodgson’s death, All the Station Works at Allahabad Including the 
Locomotive and Carriage Shops were destroyed and the river flats, etc., 
were damaged. 

The day after the Allahabad troops had mutinied, fifteen railway men, 
women and children, among them being Major Ryve* (Madras Army retired) 
and bis wife and one of the engineers, Mr. Snow, found themselves cutoff 
from Allahabad by the rebels at Bharwari, a railway station between 
Allahabad and f'atehpur. At about 2 P.M. on the yth June, the party got up 
into an overload water-tank for safety, the rebels having turned up from 
Allahabad On the same date a Mr. William Lane aster {described as an 
Assistant contractor) who lived four miles below Iiharwari, tried to reach the 
tank but was killed in doing so, A Mr Smith of the railway from Sirathu, 
also came in wounded, Ids companion, David Thomas, an Inspector, having 
been killed on the way J. wn By this lime about i.ooo rebels had collected 
round the tank and tried burning it down but did nut succeed Thu rebel 
leader. Mulvf Liakat At) at Allahabad, sent word that if they would become 
Mahometans all would he well. The Bbarwari party replied they wanted 
time to think over this ■ 

For three days and nights these brave people in the open water-tank 
withstood missile And sun, without covering. They did not Ore back for fear 
of ladies, but waited and were happily relieved at 3 t'.M, on the Qth, As they 
were descending from the tank, Mrs Ryves was struck down by sun stroke 
and died. She was buried on the river bank. This incident reminds one of 
Arrah on a smaller scale, and, although the garrison in the water-tank forebore 
to fire till they might have been compel led to do so, there is no doubt they 
had made up their minds to sell their lives dearly. It may be added that the 
Sowars were premised its. 3,000 to relieve Mr. Snow and his j*arty at Bhor- 
wari, in another case Ks. 300 was given to a native who saved the lift ol 
Mr, McCallan, ihe cashier of the Loco. Department, who was in imminent 
danger somewhere else and was brought safely into the Fort, 

Allahabad was gradually pacified and Mr, Gower, who was acting in 
Mr. Hodgson's place, took an engine out to miles from Allahabad on the

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39th July hut found the line too unsafe to go further. Later * force of 400 
Europeans were posted at Fateh pur, and this enabled the contractors (Mesar* 
Norris) to proceed with the work and repair damages. This was done with 
such vigour tit at tine line was opened to Fatehpur on 35 th March In the 
presence of the Lieutenant-Governor and the entire length to Cswnpur 
on the i$lh September 185s for Government use, and for the public 
later, 

Our engineers oti the Miraapur District had to flee into Cbunsu Fort 
in June and it was not till March iBjS that troop were provided and the 
work on the Torse Bridge could be gone on with, 

1 will now pass on to a more celebrated episode in the Mutiny. What 
was known as the Sons District was in charge of Mr, ft Vicars Boyle, He 
also had charge of the Sone Bridge works as the Engineer-in Charge Mr, 
Samuel Power had not yet arrived from England. Tire story of the siege 
of Amah has already been told in these pages* and 1 can only add a few 
facts referring to the Mutiny on this District In the siege there were three 
other railway men—Hoyle, Tail and Lai*ayiere—besides Vicars Doyle. In 
the relief of Arrah by Sir Vincent Byre part of the action at Bibigauj 
on 2nd August was fought on the railway embankment, j miles west of 
Arrfth, Eyre also used some of the railway mater in I to cross his guns over the 
Banas Mnla. When the Mutiny broke out the extensive shed* and work¬ 
shops at the Sows were destroyed. In the interim, before (Coer Sing's 
re-OCCupation of Slwhabad in May 1858, they were bin It up again, only to 
be destroyer! for the second time. All l he mil tying bungalows had been 
destroyed too. Trouble in the Shahabad District and the neighbourhood 
continued long after; a small band of rebels overran the district and 
destroyed the station buildings at Gahmar and Dildamagnr and Lite kilns 
were prematurely fired, etc. Even as late as April 1859 the Company's 
works at Gahmar were attacked. 

With regard to Vicar^ Boyle's services the thanks of Government were 
accorded him ” for the gallant defence of the house at Arrah," and he was 
awarded a jaghir of Ks, tOjpOO annually for life and Rl j.ooo for his 
successors in jjcrpetuity, He was also given the C.S.I. He remained at 
Arrah from 1S55 to jS6j, when he went to Patna. He retired from the East 
Indian Railway in 1864. From 1872 to 1877 he was Chief Engineer to Hie 
Japanese Government, He died in January [908 at the age of 86. 

The engineers from the neighbourhood of Monghyr retired into the fort 
there and requisitioned for a few troops to hold the place with. However, no 
troops could be spared. By the end of the year they were bock at work on 
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the Kin I and Halowa Bridge*, although I’atna was likely " to go at any 
moment, and it was an exciting time working, as Mr W, G. S. Good, one of 
the engineers told me- 

On the mutiny of the pud Native Infantry at Rampur Haut in October 
1857 a sudden stop was put to the works, and the Inspectors and Contractors 
there had to retire intv tin* Round Tower built during the Sonthal Rebellion 
and before referred to. 

Further down in Bengal in May and Jfnne 1857 *t fbmiganj and Howrah 
the Company's servants were In a state of alarm and requested to be supplied 
with arms to protect their families. The Acting Agents applied to Govern- 
men! for arms but were told no breach of the peace was apprehended and 
that their (the Company's servants’; fears were groundless. ” ft is true." added 
the Acting Azents in reporting this to their Board. ' that European troops are 
arriving 4tlmo$t daily front Madras. Rangoon, Ceylon and Bombay * 

In the face of this it is curium to note that the Government applied to 
the railway for help and this was readily given, Flats belonging to the 
railway, were fitted with toenmorives and paddles, thus turning them into 
tugs and these with other flats were used fa transporting troops up the 
river ; forges and Other material were also lent, and trains with troops were 
run to Raniganj, Many attempts were made to derail trains between 
Howrah and Raniganj during this period. 

One of the last incidents in the Mutiny occurred in 1S59. 

At Manikpur tn Bimdelkhand is a little enclosure containing the grave 
of William Evans, who under George Turnbull constructed the first line out 
of Calcutta. He was killed with Charles Limned, as Mr. Huddleston 
describe in hi* Uifterj 0/ tkt E.I.R., at Entouah (Itwan), 18 miles 
from Manikpur. They must have been among the last civilians killed in the 
Mutiny, far they were murdered by Tantia Topi's sowars as late as the 
2$th February \ K>c> There h only one grave, as Evans' remains only were 
recovered ; he was killed first and Lirnne! was made to carry Evans’ head 
till he dropped. There it a stone roughly scratched by some loving hand.

The construction of the Jubbulpur line to Bombay hud been sanctioned 
in December 1858, but it was not till the 2m January 1859 that Mr. Evans 
was allowed to start work on account of the disturbed state of the country. 
The 10UI lo&ses, incurred during the Sontbal Rebellion and she Mutiny, 
came to between 3 and 4 million pounds. The Board of the East Indian 
Railway at Home and the shareholders were very sympathetic regarding the 
loss of life among the engineers, The Board wrote un and November 1857 
that they learnt “ with feelings of deepest regret the deaths of so many 
valuable officers, some from natural causes * in ibe discharge of their duties 
and other* in the fearful calamities which have overtaken them, and the) 1 
take this opportunity uf expressing their warm approbation of the endeavour 
which, under most trying circumstances, appear universally to have been 
made to protect the Company’s property," 

At a meeting of the shareholders of the East Indian Railway Company 
at" The London Tavern," Bishopsgate Street, on 39th October tSj;, the 
following resolution passed 1 ’That this meeting desires to record its high 
sense of the conduct of the Company s staff during the recent disturbances 
in India, and to express its warm and heartfelt sympathy with the friends of 
those gentlemen who have been permanently cut off In the midst of a 
prosperous and honourable cancer. 

" That the Board of Directors be directed to communicate 10 the staff 
generally the thanks of this meeting for their services and most specially to 
Mr. Boyle ami the other officers who took part in the gallant ,ind nnparnllded 
defence of Arrah "

March in ye Morng, I was ordered by Captn, Madary to gel a!! the Boat* 
ready which belonged to the prizes we had taken <U that time, to send away 
the Malays who were prisoners on (xL the and other vessel §. Before 

1 could get out of the ship, an insurrection took place among them Captn. 
McCIfuy and Captn, Bracey were then sfandg. m the qnaiter deck with 
cutlasses in their hand^i being the only two persons armed in ye ship 
except ye Ccntry, and whether he had his Bayonet or not 1 cannot telL f 
mw the man who had stabbed the Centry in the hands qf the Sail Maker 
struggling to get to Captn* Maciary and Captn, Bratcy. Captn, Bwicey 
jumped ovtr the Companion and drew his hangei. I wem down to aim 
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myself, and when \ came up I found rlire Malay wb&thatt -tabbed the Centry 
killed upon deck, and all the people armed and un (he piaibcr deck Captn, 
McLary and Mr, O'Donnell were rndeavorg. to save the Malays who 
were at liberty from t!ic fury of the pe jplt The people became a little 
pacified but would not deliver up their arms [ afterwards went to execute 
the orders I had received and brought nil the Malays from the Prizes to send 
them away In boats. I want down below to acquaint Capt ATCUry that 
(he Boats were ready to send the Malays away and m the meantime a 
tumult commenced upon deck in which Severn] of them were thrown over¬ 
board. The ship**, company was in a stale of mutiny, tlsij being the 3rd time 
the Malays had rose against them and notwithstanding Captn. Mactary was 
preparing to send the Malays away they could not be prevented from throw¬ 
ing (hem overboard

A.—No i cannot. 

O.—Was f directly or Indirectly concerned In throwing the men 
overboard? 

A.—Vou gave me no orders nor did I give any* You were down in 
your cabin at the l Erne, I left you there and ran up on deck where alt was 
confusion. The ship's Company were armed and had rushed aft in a bc-dv. 
There was no quelling them nor was ft passible to come near the Malays 
before they were thrown overbd. 

Q.—What nas my genl, conduct while on bd. the Dodaiay to prisoners 
of all denominations whom I had at dirft. rimes in ye ships 1 

A.—You used them w, ye greatest lenity. The European Offis. had 
victuals from your 01m Table and ye rest of ye jicople uf «U denominations 
fared the same ai the ship's Co, Indeed they''.ere taken more notice of. 
When you discharged the Dutch Europeans and Malays at Quidda you 
gave them money and left them in ye charge of Captn. Scott to [jet a vessel 
to carry you to Malacca. 

This deponent adds that each of the Ship's Company had a musket, 
a bayonet and cartoudi box constantly in his own possession,

A*—No I never did.

A.—k was in a very mutinous slate, the men ail exclaimed against me 
for not having suffered them to cut Lhe Malays to pieces the first time they 
rose. Captn. Me Cary was asleep in his cabin the fust time the Malays tose, 

Q-—Did Captn. MtC. before he went down use any means to cjuell ye 
mutiny and was if is in his power to quell li ? 

A .—1 do not believe It way In hi- pmier to quell the mutiny, because the 
men would not give up their arms when required, but he as well as Mr. O’D 
did all they could to prevent the Malays from being instantly thrown ©verbd. 
I *aiy Mr. O'Donnell with his hanger drawn endeavouring to keep the 
people off from the Malays. 

Q.—Were the Malays tied to be thrown overbd, or thrown loose into 
ye water? 

A .—I cannot say, the moment I returned 1 went down hito the cabin to 
Captn. Mtl.ary and did not stay upon dock. I did not see them tied. 

Q-“At what lime- did yon leave the ship to bring the other Prisoners > 

A.—As soon after the first Malay was killed as 1 could get ye boat 
manned. 

O. —Mow long were you absent I 

A.—1 can't exactly tell, I went to two vessels to bring the Malays, the 
farthest distant was about half a milt. 

Q.—When did you rtc. ye orders for bringing ye Malays? 

A.—About 7 or 8 o'clock in yc morning ; the first tumuli began about 
io. 

Q—Were ye orders repeated to you for bringing ye Malays after 
yc tumuli began ? 

A.—Yes they w ere. 

Q-—W' 11 an y psk purpose then mould, for bringing ym ? 

A,'—To send them ashore For fear of more accidents. 

Q-—When you left the ship was Captn. Bracey on bd ? 

A,— 1 believe lie was. 

Q.—Was he on bd. when you relumed ? 

A .—1 did not .see him. 

Q.—Were the Malays all thrown overhd before you came upon deck 
from below? 

A—I do not know, there was such a crowd and tumult 1 could not see 
but 1 believe they were- 

Q.—Was Captn. M. upon deck while ye Malays were thrown overhd t 

A.^J believe lie was all ye time in his Cabin, I left him there sliiftin™ 
and made yc best of my way upon deck, 
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Q.—Haw long ifttr it yt, CapLii- \J. returned upon deck, and what 

dill lie say ? 

A .—1 don't know how long it was. but tic expressed great concern at 
what had happened. 

Q.—How did the Malays behave whom yon brought from the other 
Tribes f 

A,—They behaved well and did not oflb tu rise being of a dlfft. cast 

Q ,—To what cause do you attribute this tmtuly behaviour r>f ye 
Malays ou bd, the Dadatay ? 

A.—They were pirates, being from J'shore where most of live people ire 
pirates and live upon the plunder both of Europeans and Malays. 

O .— By CuptiL M-— Was not notice given tu these Malays that they 
were to be sent ashore that Momg, and tu have their liberty t 

A *—1 cold them so myself the-, who was a Malay, 

Q.—Did not the other Prisoners brought from the vessels express a 
desire that they might not be put into the same boats with them from an 
apprehension that they would be cut off by persons who made murder their 
business. 

A,—They did beg not to be sent with these people, and 3 Dutch Captn. 
and Boatswain whom we had on bd. kept watch to be on die guard against 
these people tho' they were in Irons. 

Q.—As soon as these Malays were brought on board was it not requested 
by all the Malays who ware seamen of the ship and the Dutch Prisoners on 
bd. that these people might be pitt into confinement irmnedy. because they 
would murder the crew. 

A,—it was. The Dutch declared that they mode it a rule to nuirde r 
this cast of people whenever they meet them.

On the 20th of March In the morning, the boats were ordered to be 
manned from the different vessels and the Malays in them to be set at liberty. 
Ths Cervtrnel aver the prisoners came to me (being Officer on Deck i and 
asked leave to take one them forward, which I permitted. The ma. 
was brought aft again. As the < entitle I itooped tv unlock the holt tu which 
he was going to put the man be laid down his bayonet, which the Malay 
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instantly seized and stuck Into the CeWKpefs back. Captain McClary, 
Captain Uracy, myself and James Freir were walking the quarter deck at the 
time this happened, when the Malay running towards tj> to endeavour, n 
f suppose, to kill some officer, he was sewed first by a lascar and then by 
the sailrnaker, who called out the Malay was miming a muck, or something 
to that purpose, and desired us to take care of ourselves. Upon which we 
all armed, and Captain Me Gary made several cuts at the Malay with a 
hanger hut did not cut him down, when a Portuguese gentleman who was 
on board at that time, came tip with a Follaxe and struck him on the back 
between his shoulders and afterwards killed him by a blow on the skull, 
and he was thrown over board. The Seamen rushing aft alt armed, tied 
the others that were in confinement, and insisted on throwing them over 
board, declaring that they had ma le three or four attempt* upon their lives, 
They were then thrown overboard. T don't know whether they were all 
tied or not. Captain McClary was m the cabin at the- time they were 
thrown overboard. Captain McClary expressed great concern at this 
unfortunate affair having happened at a time when all the boats were manned 
to carry the Malays nn shore to be set at liberty :■— 

O.—fly the E: How Jong after the first Malay wa.j killed were the 
others thrown overboard. 

A.—l cannot exactly tell, but to the best of my recollection it was 
about to minutes or a quarter of an hour. 

Q-—Had Mr, Aryan! returned when they were throwing the Malays

A,—No, none at all. 

Q,— How long ifter the Malays were thrown over board did Captain 
McClary return upon deck, aotl what did lie say * 

A,—That l don't recollect. 

O.—To what cause do yem attribute the unruly behaviour ”1 the Malays 
Hull were in Trans? 

A.—They hail never any 111‘treatment while I was in Use drip. I only 
went oil board the evening before the tumult happened. I believe they were 
born pirates, 

0—Dd you know of any provocation that the Malay had who stabbed 
tbe Ctmttud. 

A.—I don’t know A any provocation he Had at all. These people have 
a thirst after European blood i they <swn murder their own country men 
whenever they can get them into their power, nr sell them to those who will 
bid for them. 

O,—How did the Jthci Malays behave that were Ultxn prboittn, 

A,— None u f the olliti Malays on board the Dsdalay that I saw had 
ever risen before, but the greatest part of the drat; that tlic Dodafay was in the 
Straights t was in another vessel. 

Q.— How did Captain McClary treat the prisoner?, cither Europeans or 
Malays 

A.—Exceedingly well . ... as for the Europeans they fared better while in 
the hands of Captain McClary than when they were with their own country¬ 
men.

It is a curious instance of the general ignorance which prevails fn regard 
to the history of the Law Court* nf Calcutta that while it is usually stated 
that the Supreme Court was .ilso on-r of Admiralty in it is iv 1 generally 
known in t/fta that it actually had no Admiralty jurisdiction. In a long 
letter dated Jth April i'H Warren Hasting* *ud hie Coundl drew attention 
to tire inconvenience to which plaintiffs and defendant? had been placed by 
the absence of * Court possessing Admiralty jurisdiction in Bengal This 
letter has already appeared hi fitngai Past and /■ font, Volume ill,, ifij, and 
U wdK therefore, bo unnecessary n> republish it <* txttute in this place in 
paragraph No. 9 rise Council refers to the trial of O'Donnell and McCtary in 
these terms; in July last n comp!aint having been made to the Governor* 
General and Council that several piracies and murder* had been committal 
by Captain John McClary ami Mr, John O'Donnell in the Straight* of Malacca 
the Council was convened, and the Utter Justice desired 10 assist us in 
examining into them. Being of opinion that the charge 'rip not made 
out against Captain Mc‘ lary we discharged him . but we thought that 
Mr, O'Donnell ought to be put un his trial. This gave occasion to inquire 
into tile power» vested either in lire Governor-General and Council or the 
Supreme Court relative to crime* committed on the high seas, and It being the 
opinion of both of ns and of the Chief Justice that there rra* no power in

The end of the war had left him among the unemployed, 
and the means of his family, Imhof auf Marta eh, were too small to provide 
him with a maintenance He went ainut among Id* relatives, from jne 
household to another, repaying to some extent the hospitality he received 
by painting their portraits, lie had a number of relatives In Nuremberg, 
and spent some lime there, No information whatever ha- come to light 
respecting the way in which Imhof and Marianne became acquainted. 
There were many difficulties that militated against a marriage between 
them. Imhof' income was not large enough for his- own **ri!>. much less 
to support a family. He was also of noble birth, and could have requested 
the I rand of a daughter of any of the chief Nuremberg families, white 
Mariannes family, though of noble descent, liati quitted France i« ciwiin¬ 
stances that involved the total loss of its property, and she herself had been 
brought up in poverty, and the daughter of 4 soldier, at that lime * 
profession held in little esteem The circumstances, time and place of their 
wedding art also shrouded in absolute ubscurity, 

Tlie family records of the Imhof* do not contain * single mention of 
Marianne (The evidence is conflicting here, for Henmtte von Hissing, 
writing Inter than Loclmer, -a;. - in he 1 life of Imhof* daughter \malic.

'‘Since the family record gives no In formation on the matter, we can only 
ay that Irahof and Marianne left Nuremberg, were married somewhere— 
perhaps in some country place, for it cannot be doabted that they were 
married in church—and then went i in mediately to England, whore they must 
have lived for several years, Imhof earning a livelihood for himself and his 
family t which now included two sons, by jraiiUing. Of these years also (to 
record remains." 

The picture of “ Mrs. Imhoff and Child," painted by K. E* f ine, and 
reproduced in the Letttrs, was known to Lochner. for he describes it minutely, 
calling special attention to the wedding ring on Mrs. [mhofs hand For the 
later history of Marianne, lie relics on Gleig and Macaulay, offering no Trash 
material, but gives many details of small importance as Id Imhof & life in 
Weimar on hh return from India.

“ I wish my notes on ilotirejui-Deslandes were more complete than they

I Ns very name is unknown, while of records of the early u logo H there are 
•tone. In Mr. Irvine’s notes on “ Chaudemagnre and Deslancte* " which you 
•{note, lit inquires ' if any tomb or inscription exists to Madame Deslaildes 

Martin) or her daughter and suggests a reference to the burial registers, 
1690-1698, A* late as the sotb May 1698 Madame Destancirs was alive. 
On that date she was a witness to the baptism of a daughter of M, Joseph 
Macary and signs the register " Marie Martin Dirtitrkt Generali'' Andre 
tkuireau-Oeslsndes left Chandemugnte early In 1701. The burial records 
of the Elat Civil here only begin at 1770. 1 find many of the entries, from 

l 777 WlWards* signed by one “Deslandcs 1 'ottler" whose identity f cannot 
establish. Through the courtesy of Mr, Henri Gaebelii, Mayor of I’oisdichery 
I team that there are no records at Pondichciy cither of Deslondcs* marriage, 
or of the birth of his eldest child Marie Marguerite. According to Mr. Irvine 
die marriage took place at Surat before the 26th April 1686 The seat of 
the Superior Council of the French Company was transferred from Surat to 
Fondichery hi 4701. 

" I can trace no Inscription or tomb here to Madame Dc si amles or her 
daughter; but the accounts of the Vestry Council (Council de Fabrique) 
from 1776 onwards record that two Masses jier annum were sa id for 
Mcsdamcs Dcslandes and d'Hardaiicourc—the latter, a niece of Madame 
Dcslandcs. having married Chevalier Claude Boyvin d’Hartltncotirt, who 
became Director of Cltaiidernagorc in 1711. t have been able to obtain the 
enclosed extracts from the birth registers here relating to the five children 
nf Andid Uoureau- Dcslandci born at Chand emagnre between 1690 and 
1697. Of hi, family of seven the eldest was a girl j the second Andre 
Francois born at Hughli began life as a pupil of Malcbranclu.- and altof. 
wards attained notoriety as a 0 sceptical writer," Mr. Irvine suggests that 
lie may be identical with the Francois Bauman, Lord of CiievnMc and 
Lieutenant of Militia* whose daughter by Ids wife Marie Tlidr4se jahann was 
baptised at Martinique, 10th March 1719. It is to be noted that Andre 
[■nincols adopted the career of his father, being ” Comraissaire de la Marine ’’ 
at Rochefort and Brest and that Desloiules 1 second son was also Francois, 

The extracts I give you serve to bring out what re ray mind seems a 
discrepancy In Mr. Irvine’* reference to the cider brother of the founder of 
Chandemagoie (see additional notes and emendations to Vul* IV. of the (ran*, 
laiiott of $tari* do Mogor), which is repeated in Bengal t Past and Pment, 
VoL IV., p. 6*6 'flic elder Dcslandcs. Joseph, Is staled to have perished in 
the wreck of the Soled <1 Orient in iOSi off the east coast of Madagascar. 
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Vet in a Mr. Joseph ] toumu, brother of Andri Roureau- Deslandet, is 
referred to as sponsor by proxy to the hitter's daughter Marguerite bom at 
Chandemsgor*, anil again in 1695. apparently in the same capacity, at the 
baptism of bis third son who was called Joseph. 

" I regret my information is so very meagre and 1 hope to be able to 
supplement it at some future date ] am glad to hear you have come across 
records of Fonqncl de Champigny and it may interest you to have some 
particulars about him. Rene A lain Fouquet tie Champigny was bom at 
Chandemagore in 1749, being a sou of Alatn Fouqnet dc Champigny, 
Capitaine de Naisseau. n native of St Malo, and ins wife Marie Gordin bom 
at Ban del, a daughter of Nicholas Gordin ami Cstfternie Uotweig. Rene 
Alatn was Agent to his Most Christian Majesty at Sylhet and Goat pan 
and died at Cbandernagnre on the 8th April * 790 * The following is 
a copy of the register of bis burial:—

G. W. HASTINGS concludes Iris valuable Vindicatt&n 
f Want*Htxstingi with * chaperon Dayksford, in which 
c finally ili^p«« of Macaulay's picture sqm: romance 
about rynaston rifcc name improperly Penystonl Hastings, 
the lather of the grc.it Governor. “Pymuton, an idle, 
worthless boy, married before he was sixteen, lost his wife 
hi two years, and died in the West Ini lies, leaving to the care of Iris unfortu¬ 
nate father a iiute orphan, destined to Grange and memorable vicissitudes 
of fortune." So wrote Macaulay, following the careless statements of Gtcig • 
and of course Hastings’ subsequent biographers speak of “ Pynastqn's * 
feebleness of character as if they had convinced them^dves by research of 
that poor man's worthlessness. Mr G. W, Hastings shows that “ Pcnyston 
was in holy orders when lie married, and then twenty-six years of age, 
hating been born in 170+" The Register ->f St. Andrew's, Worcester, records 
the marriage of Warren HaFtingp* parents as follows ■ " j;jd, July yet The 
Rev, Mr. PennlRton Hasting;, of the piridi of D.iilsford in the county and 
diocese of Worcester, and Hester Warren, of Twining, in the county and 
diocese of Gloucester. License." The story of the extreme poverty of the 
future Governor's early home is proved to be a gross exaggeration. It will 
be remembered that the biographers represented Hastings' first wife as the 
widow of a Captain Campbell, and that It is only in recent years it has been 
discovered that the first Hts. Hastings was the widow of Captain Buchanan, 
These extraordinary blunders about the early career of so distinguished a 
statesman should give pause to those critics who will have it that the nearer 
the biographer is to his hero in date, the more reliable will be his statements. 
In point or fact the earliest biography is often incomplete, because the writer 
naturally tends to omit what in his time is well known, and because not ail 
the records are available al the lime : the later biographer writes either 
because he has more abundant materials ->r because the older book was faulty 
and Incomplete, al least this was so until a fashion set in of" 1 Men of Action," 
“ Heroes of the Nations,” “Rulers of India" Series,and brought into exis¬ 
tence numbers of biographies of the great written, in many cases, ru4 to throw 
fresh light on old subjects, but to meet a public demand. 



Tiiekk is another frequently repeated blunder made m regard to Warren

post of Chief of Patna, The immediate predecessor to Ellis William 
McGuire. I fancy (hut in 17<3 1 1 la it lugs came down, from Murshulftlmd to 
succeed W. R. Sumner as Export Warehouse K«(«r, In i?6i Hastings 
visited Patna un 5 |iccml deputation to reconcile Elite with the Nawab 
Kasim Alt, and this fact may have led Captain Tj otter into a blunder 
which Sir Alfred Lyall hs.> repeated.

Your Honour and Council, we doubt not, will expect some information 
oef jre tbs d jpirtu.-e of th: jUipj) of th* country, iti produce, revenues, etc 
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under management We shall, therefore, attempt as full an account as the small 
tiHRi we have been here will admit of, hoping the satire may prove acceptable 
{through vow Hon'ble HuW 

The province of CtiftfagWg extend* in latitude to the southward of xht 
eapiUl (fshunabad; about filty miles to n river called Cnn Colly, which 
extend to the southward is bounded by the sea, To the westward, from the 
said river. 1$ a ridge of mountains tint stretch to Ure S l- ami E, and divide 
the CbttUgong DC t net from die Kingdom • Amiran , to the S.-E and N. 
the mountains still continue, and divide the province from that of Tipperati; 
to the N-N.-W, and N.AV. it is bounded by a river called the Hurrah Fenny, 
which empties toolf into the sea, a tittle below the pass; from the above river 
to one that runs by the capital, commonly called the C hittagong river, we 
judged the coast lay N -W and S.-E, so that to the wetovanl S AV. the 
province i* terminated by the Bay of Bengal, As near is ive can see, the 
quantity of land cultivated k about eonuys : but a very considerable 

part or it lays free or rent, having b:cn lands formerly given in charity. The 
measure of the cotmy w twelve nulla, each null eight covids,* 

The soil in general is very fertile, especially in the plains and valleys.bin 
interspersed with sandy hills and some rocky mountains, which are covered 
with a high wood, and many or them about die boundaries yield variety of 
good umbers. The land is capable of prodtidiig great quantities of wheat 
and rice, it id all other kinds of grain, cotton, wax, nil, timbers of various sorts, 
and some elephants’ teeth. The manufactures at present are but very 
infliflcient. but will admit of great improvement. 

The Government M the Moors, to this as well as in all other parts of 
the Mogul Empire, has prevented such irnprovrmnto in the produce, manu- 
fortunes. and commerce of the province as the country is capable of affording, 
But as the inhabit a ill v will iiosv be encouraged from that sloth and indolence 
^ey have ever been used to, we mnke no doubt but that in a few years greater 
advantages than at present can possibly be expected will accrue to the 
Company, to promote which (your Honour, Sic., may depot*) wilt be our 
thief study. 

How far the navigation will permit af a foreign trade your Honour, &c.. 
will be judge* of from Mr Scott's chart and remarks which wre before scot 
you. From the hints therein mentioned, we shall endeavour to make our- 
•selves acquainted with the channel between the Rungumutty island and the 
main. Jf found practicable for shipping, it witt be a fovomnbfo circumstance 
to our acquisition, aa vessels of any sire may lay with security there any time

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of the season, and, by having a small residence and storehouse, may be 
supplied with every neccsaaiy they may want. 

The revenues of this province have been collected like all other, in the 
Kingdom ot Henga! , iL i< lltsfifors impossible for us tn give any just idea of 
tltem at present, as their rise and fall have always depended oti Hie oppres¬ 
sion or lenity of the Nabob or hi* people- To take the present time, we 
must refer you to the accvmnts of Mahmud Rem Caw-n, enclosed in 'our 
letter to the Committee of Lands, begging io remark that Uic quantity of land 
which originally paid one rupee rent, with the addition of taxes fine?, etc,, 
extorted yearly from the tenantry under the names of mutant, ruasun casm- 
chee, apwah, dim edamy, d nr bur charges, pim.ih. naaeranuy. and ceday. is 
m* Increased to upwards of live. By this method the revenues of this 
wovinw have been raised to what they ate now, which from the best accounts 
we have been able to procure, amounts to upwards «f five U‘ack of rupee* 

' 500,0001 annually. I f it produces that revenue under the Moors government, 
we flatter ourselves otir fWbk Master will reap much greater, .is every 
private oppression will be our first and immediate care to remove, The 
quantity of lands lying uncultivated from the oppressions of the former 
govern merits* ft* likewise that on every border of the province deserted by the 
inhabitants f«r the want of due protection to defeud them from the inroads 
and plunder of foreigners, will b: worth your notice. The reason of t he 
neglect of former Covernouri (the most valuable point to be attended to) 
must immediately occur to you— the uncertainty of their stay, and desire 
to amass to themselves ivhaf they could without one single thought of 
improving fun he/ than what they themselves should reap. Our duty to our 
employers calls on us to mark out every advantage tending to their service, 
Wc. therefore, most gladly embrace the opportunity we now ha/e of recom¬ 
mending such methods as occur ro us for establishing a security in ihrir 
acquisition and Improvement thereof. 

After having 4 l Vn . ymi If uiour, ftc this short account of the province 
ill geneia , ibovc, .ve simp non proceed to mn,c our remark* on the whole, 
begging you will excuse the n— uIjm method of them. Having been sJ 
u i a time in the country as to render it impo^jhle for us to give them 
more completely, such at they are we Iwy leave to lay before you, hoping 
they may give yuu an well stt our IWble Muster.,, some idea of the country 
and mir management, at the same time aunring yuu that we thall on all 
occasions give you every bright to what we think may tend to the good of 
the province in general, or our Majors' advantage. 

The disposition of the inhabitants, from their never having known the 
lenity and indulgence of an English Government, is such that they can only 
be brought to have a true idea of tile benefit they wilt receive from It by Hie 
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course of lime. Aiul our revenue; in ail respects, and every improvement 
therein, do and wilt for ionic time depend on the in flue nee we have in this 
country, which in floe nee can only he supported by a proper force, and lilf 
they have for some time experienced our Govern men i. ought not to be teas 
than 500 men, as small a number as can be kepi . .rod for the protection oi 
SO large a tract, the collection of the present revenue*, the en, nblfng us to 
improve the same, the extending out commerce and many other material 
advantage*, this number, we doubt uut ¥ you will l(link incun siderubte when 
compared with the vast expense and number of people employed for the 
protection of die country under former govemraenti, cud which may then 
be struck off, We leave beg to remark l hat the king ha* been yearly debted. 
Jits:, for the Christians maintained far the protection of the different kellabs, 
or forts •» the present revenue assigned for their sc rvjce animmis to R#. 49,421, 
which sum the different purgnnnahs under the Dacca Nabob as per enclosed 
list ought yearly to snake good. Secondly for the Hatviirty, or fleet of armed 
vessls to defend their country from the Muggs amounts annually to about 
Ks. 1 S.qoo, which is also paid by the Dacca Nabob, As this province is now 
made over to the Company, and Use protection of it entirely in their hands, 
we da not doubt but your Honour, &c., will concur with us hi npinion. 
Such annual charges should be made good to us in the same manner as to 
former governors- I f so, these sums alone will amount to much mure than 
the maintenance of th* troop* we have recommended, and at the same lime 
you must be sensible that they will be of greater service than the pageant 
show of a number of men who are incapable of making any resistance 
should any be reunited. 

The reverules for these few yuan past h ive most certainly been very 
eroddemhty increased by taxes, etc, under lire serer d named we have before 
mentioned, which occasion loud complaints from every tenant.

Which was then despatched, but Wtr have not yet received any answer. 

The Province of Tipperah Annexed lo this may hereafter afford a large 
scope for commerce. A suimud for taking po t ion >f dial province will, 
we judge, be inconsiderable to the Xabobof Muxadavad , its great distance 
frotn the capital having for several years past screened the bad disposition 
of its inhabitants from paying any revalue worth mentioning, yet at the 
same lime its fertility and vicinity to Chittagong would also render It a 
valuable acqttisllfmi to our llonble Masters &ud it may be securely main- 
talned by a farce «->t fco&rapoys The revenues of it wilt very well afford 
such expense, and what settled in peace, yield a targe sum besides. U : e have 
alii; reasim to believe it will admit qf a pas.sager through ns mnuiiii of 
lconkc into Thibet and the northern part of Cochin Chino Although it may 
be a work of time, yet, when effected, may redound greatly to the state of 
Europe imports besides what benefit may be reaped by the natural produce 
of thoso parts in return.

due course of publication 1 shall soon be placing before the reader 
the petitions of various inhibit not* of Ch^nUefnagore to the Gnvernor- 
Gencral and Council during the war of 1778-8 j, but there it one which I 
venture to think deserves an anticipated publication, as it throws some light 
on what took place at Dacca in the general panic of 1756, Mr. Hill, in hit 
Bengal m *756*57 (volume I, pages 94-95) writes 1 41 I have mentioned that 
before the ssige Council sent word to the up-country factories to take 
precautions. Messrs. Amyatl and Boddaro, the Chief? of Luckipur (or Jagdea) 
and Balasore-, managed to Kcape with much of the conntry's property, but at 
D.icca there was no possibility of doing so, Tire Chief, Mr. Bechnr, was 
forceti to surrender liis factory to the Noth eye Deputy Nawlb, Dasyntti Khan, 
hut was allowed to take a licit cr with his subordinates and the English 1 allies 
in the French factory, where he was very kindly received by the Chief. M, 
Courtin. The influence of \T. Courtin, supported by that of M. Law at 
Murshid.ib.id, obtained their ultimate release, thougii M. Law says: " Scrap 
ud-daula, being informed that there were two or three vury charming English 
ladies there, wiis strongly tempted to adorn his harem with them," This is 
probably a libel. It was not the custom of the Mahommadans to Ill-treat 
ladies, and Seraj-ud-daaia had had in his grandfather a good example of 
chivalry to tile womenfolk of his enemies, and as a matter of fact the whole 
party escaped safely to Full a. where they arrived on the 30 th August in a 
sloop lent them by M. Courtin. M Renault tolls us that Dasarati Khan found 
in the Dacca factory merchandise and silver worth 1400,000 rupees, which 
will give the reader some idea of the value of the British up-country trade. 
For a further account of what took place at that time at Dacca the render will 
con^dl Mr. Hill s charming work.

Firstly, that that adventure¬ 
some lady was b 18.30 nearly deprived of her glory as the find English lady 
to travel to India by the overland route by a Mrs El wood, the wife ol 
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Lieutenant-Colo nd Charles William El wood of the 3rd Regiment, Bombay, 
N'. 1., who published A book in two volume* in which she claimed to be " the 
first and only female " who had ever ventured on that route. Mrs. Elivood, like 
Mrs. Fay, was but newly married. but unlike her uuacknmvledgvd predecessor, 
she seems to have been estremdly fond of her husband, for she adopts his 
military rank and appears on the title page as ‘'Mrs, Colons! " Elwood. Mrs, 
Fay, as we know, girded Ircr.sdf In Eastern robes ; not so Mrs. El wood, who 
found that her English costume was indeed a protection.

The 
second thing I should perhaps have mentioned Is that in ($34 the well known 
publishing house of Ben lley brought cut a three volume*! novel by Mrs.! lofland 
entitled Ttu Capditt in India. This book is nothing more than Mrs. Fay's 
Original Letters cast into the form of a novel. Unfortunately I only know 
of Mrs, Holland 1 , work at second hand by a note In the Asiatic Journal, from 
which l gather that the lady author of the novel "heightened the interest 
of the story by substituting fictitious for real actors in the scene”—-a method, 
which at first sight might seem strange, for surely real historical events should 
rank before imaginary ones, but which is as a matter of fact is in accordance 
with the popular demand which prefers smartness and literary steadiness 
to truth and precision, I may point out that the " Mrs. Colonel " preceded 
on her overland journey two persons whose names are moat worthy of 
permanent commemoration—T, F. Waghoni of the H. £. I, Company's 
Eilat Service and Mr. }, VV, Taylor, describe*! in a contemporary newspaper 
as “the agent of some -peculating capitalist in England and brother of the 
Resident at Bagdad.*’ Let us look at these facts.

The wader will remember that at the Calcutta Town Hall there is a 
bnst of Charles Bucket Greenlaw, Esq., Secretary to the Marine Board, and 
that an Inscription bears record " this bust hits been erected by the Com¬ 
munity of British India, in token of the devoted enthusiasm and untiring 
energy with which, for twenty years, agai ttsl the most disheartening difficulties 
lie ably, zealously, and perseveringty advocated the cause of steam communi¬ 
cation, and finally secured its establishment In 1845,” As Greenlaw is 
commemorated by so conspicuous a monument it will be worth while to set 
down in this place some events In his long career. In the year T797 
he, at the age of twelve years and a half, entered the Company's service as 
a midshipman Although he became a skilful teaman, lie was debarred from 
rising to command by his deafness, which was attributed t" a severe attack of 
few. He served in the ! 1 on‘blc Company’s marine for 20 years. In 18 tg 
he was appointed agent for loading anti unloading the Company’^ ships, 
whensoever that past should foil vacant, and the Bengal Harkaru informs 
tis that his appoint merit was H under covenants'' identical with those of the 
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Civil Service. lie arrived In Calcutta Ij: ift 20, but Lbt vacancy not having 
occurred, In h- Assistant Secretary. and At ,1 later date 

Secretary to the Marine Hoard, in 1S21 he had been appointed Coroner, 
and he held that office for il years, until he was called upait to devote his 
entire service to the Marine Board, at which his pay was brought up to 
Rs. zfloo fir mimetx to compensate him for the toss of his salary as coroner. 
At one time lie edited the ffitrhtro and later on the fohn BulL As a 
philanthropist he was associated with the Laudable Societies, and to his tool 
businesslike methods must be assigned the escape of those societies from the 
severe effects of Lhe great failures of the Calcutta banking houses in the 
thirties. If is is the ol'Jrat epitaph in the Lower Circular Road Cemetery 
and it records that he “died June rj, 1844. aged 66 years, 1 month, 3 days."'

I devoted 11 lengthy inspection, To Shah Jal.il tradition ascribes the Muham¬ 
madan conquest of Sylhet, but U is now generally agreed that the identifica¬ 
tion of Shall J ala I the Saint, with Shah J3I3I Lhe warrior, is historically 
impossible. Mr, 11 . C, Alien in his volume on Sylhet in the A Hum DutHit 
Gazetteer writes .— 11 Shah jalal's mosque, which was built in tjji A.D., is 
approached through a gateway of solid masonry, much of which was shaken 
down in 1897, and now iies in huge bt *ckr in picturesque confusion on 
the ground. On the left hand side us you enter is a bank with a ruined 
mosque in front. On the right Is an open shed, in which food is cooked For 
the worshippers on holy days, one huge cauldron alone containing as much 
as six and a half hundred weight of rice. The building is approached by 

a flight or steps which terminates in a broad platform. In front is a central 
hall through which, together with I he gateway, Is said to have been erected, 
by Mr. John Willed one of the earliest Collectors of Sylhet. South of the 
central hall is the mosque in which prayers are usually held, while at the 
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back is a deep well full of fimh who come when called to be fed. A grant of 
Ks, 93 per mensem, which was sanctioned by tire Nnwab for the mi in l.« nance 
of thi<i institution has been confirmed by Liie British Government.' Our view 
of the mosque is from a photograph by Mess rs, Johnston and Hoffmann 
of Calcutta, 


My YMKKD Mr. C, W. McMiim draws my attention t» a passage to the 
Asiatic /i umxi for iSos. Chronicle, p, lo6 ( where Mrs Carey’* death is 
mentioned, whose husband, mother, uml sister perished in the prison I'the 
Black Hole). I have at Shillong no opportunity of referring to this passage, 
but l may remark that a letter signed 11 Thomas Boik-tu.” quoted by Dr. 
Bustard in hfc Echoes records that Mr*. Carey "confirmed all which Mr- 
Hot well has said on the subject of the Black Hole in the foregoing letter, and 
added tha t, besides her husband. Iter mother. Mrs, Eleanor Weston (her name 
by second marriage), and tier sister aged alx-ut teri year*,* had also perished 
therein, and that other women, the wivt: ot soldiers, atid children* had shared 
a like fate. Tile name of Eleanor Weston escaped the vigilant eye nf Mr. 
S. C Hill when he drew up his Lut >f Enropti>u W ,;/«« to /Ac English 
Factories in Bengal at the Thu of the. Sitg* of Calculi* in the year 1736. 
(Calcutta 1903), but it U given in Ids Bengal in 1736-7, and it was one of the 
names which Lord Curran himself added to the inscription on the present 
Black Hole Monument ,l Mr, McMtou add* t “ The same volume, p. 105, give* 
December ifiOO, 1 death at Calcutta of Captain Robert Macfarlatic. aged 74. the 
oldest European Inhabitant 1 Other place* were rnmc healthy, tor in November 
died at Mangalore, Brigadier-General John Cartiac, aged 1^4. I think the same 
was the husband of Mr* Camac, who wa* painted by Sir Joshua Reynolds, and 
the engraving by Kapliad sold for 1,160 guineas—the record for a Me^otwt 
of the eighteenth century. This last point is possibly new to most member* 
of Bengal: Past and Present, l welcome elsewhere to the present number 
the record of Mr. Me Minn’s breezy opinion on (he merits of the care of 
Burke verms Hastings although 1 should myself occasionally dissent from 
them. The furious way in which almost to his deathbed, Burke assailed 
Hastings' character, and devoted to infamy die reputation of the second Mis, 
I listings seems to prove that Burke was the victim of a complete hallucina¬ 
tion.

(cresting from the fact that rt is not mentioned in the list of 
Portraits of Warren Hastings drawn up by the late Sir 
George Scharf, Director of the National Portrait Gallery, 
and published as an appendix to The Prhaie Lift of Warren Hasting! 
by Sir Charles Lawson. 



T HE name of Mrs. Carey, who survived the Black Hole tragedy. Is too 
well-known to call for any rehearsal of the circumstances connected 
with her career. Our readers may, in this connection, be referred to 
Mr, Buc(eland's Duik>tary oj Indian Biography stn d Dr, Busteed V£, Am*, 
The latter work state* at p. 43 (Fourth edition)" There is in existence 
still a wet I-executed miniature of her painted on the inside of the lid of a 
trinket box ; it certainty testifies to the truth of what Hut well records about 
her personal appearance, for die artisi has shown her in her comely youth." 
It is believed that the above trinket box (or snuff box) was acquired some 
five year* ago for lire Victoria Memorial collection, but In any case the 
photograph of the miniature ought to be of great interest; for permission 
to reproduce it we are indebted to the courtesy of Mi. W. P. Harris, of 
Calcutta, K. N. D. 


O NLY a little way off the Eastern Bengal State Railway station of 
Syamnagar towards the river-side and within a score of miles to the 
north of Calcutta stands the village MuUjor, rich in historic associations. 
Here the year 1723 witnessed the foundation, on the strength of a 
Royal Charter granted by Emperor Charles VI of Germany, of a factory by 
fire Oatend East India Company. Already the Danes had their factory 
very near to, and almost opposite, this spot. The place was then known as 
lkmkibazar. The exteuiion of Flemish trade could nut fail to become a 
source of heartburn to many a European trading Company. The Dutch 
and the English lost no time in joining hands in their endeavour to extirpate 
the Ostemi Company and by the year 1730 they partially succeeded in their 
attempt and compelled the German* to withdraw the Charter granted to 
their native traders. The Flemish Company, though no longer hacked by 
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the Government at home, still drugged on a miserable existence, until, 
in i ?33 wai struck the death blow to German aspirations in Bengal, in 
consequence of a misunderstanding between the Faojdtt of Hugll and the 
Company, a misunderstanding in which the Dutch and the English had 
played no Insignificant part in fanning the flame of discontent, the former 
besieged Bank! bazar. The Agent of the German traders lost his right arm 
by a cannon ball; and although determined gallantly to stand their ground 
against enormous odds, they could not but give in at last and set sail for 
Europe. Thus ended the brief but brilliant career of the Ostend Company 
who plied their trade for only ten years. On the evacuation of the place by 
the Germans, Mir Jafar, the officer commanding the Faujdar's troops, demo¬ 
lished the fortifications and delivered charge of the place to the Zamidar or 
Krishnagar. 

During the rrign or the Emperor All mad Shah the Mahrattas were 
busily engaged in committing depredations on Zemindari estates in Bengal. 
The mother of the infant Maharaja Tilak Chand of Burdwan had taken 
a pnttti of the village of Mulajor From Raja Krissna Chandra Rai. The 
it-irx of the place had already been granted to Rai Gunakar Bharat 
Chandra, the famous Bengali poet. who. as is well-known, had composed Ms 
Ndgattek* describing the troubles to which he bad while a resident there, 
been put by Ramadcva Naga, an officer of the Rani, To protect herself 
and child from the molestations of the Mahratta freebooters the Queen- 
Regent of Burdwan constructed about the year t;p, a fort about four 
mites in circumference and surrounded by a " line of double ditches. ” 
This was known as Kowgachigarh or Samoolagarh. It had sixteen peaks 
mounted with guns, and the main entrance U said to have been so ingeniously 
constructed that it could not be traced by a stranger without a guide “ although 
it was so high that an elephant with howdab could easily pass through it, " 
The French Government is said to have cordially helped the Raj family in 
their distress, and, during tile marriage of Maharaja Tilak Chand which was 
celebrated here with great eehit, ludra Nantln Chaudlwri. the Dew an of die 
French Government, lent the service of foo French sepoys to guard the Fa!ace 
and Fort " leat any disturbance should occur," Wbat ted the Rani to 
abandon this place of refuge was the hill of a beam from the roof of a room 
which had cost a Brahmin cook his life. In Lady Amherst’s words this fort 
was referred to as a fine remnant of the Tudor-Faihan style." But little now 
remains of this once famous fort beyond a few bricks and one or two broken 
pillars. The moat is still in existence and frequented by wild beasts, a wolf 
having been killed here only a few year? ago. There may be seen two big 
tanks known respectively by the names of the Rani’s and the Dewahjt’s. An 
old tamarind-tree which still stands t lie re ia said to mark the site of the main 
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gite of the Fori. The Und parsed from the posteesiun of the Hurd wan Raj 
into the hands of the Tagores of Calcutta and from them tr> its present 
proprietors, the building materials having been i.ilreu over by the Railway 
Company. 

Another account however states that the Fort formed pan of the fortified 
factory of the Ostend East India Company, while a third hat It that the 
fart was erected in the i6lh century by Raja BraUpmlity* for the residence 
of hr* family, 

It may be noted in pissing that tbs name Syanmagaf Sam tie Cadt 
with the g,u' r moat of the fort fn front) oiw k* origin to the -nebtence 
of the fort, ihe r-rlginal name oi tire place being Muiajor. Here in 
ifpjBabu Gapfrmihaii Tagore dedicated * terit'pla surmounted with nine 
minarets is the goddess Kali and named it after bis favonrite daughter 
lirahmamayi who had died unmarried.

Burke said in 1787 I have never asked any 
favour whatever from Mr. Francis.’ but In 1778 be wrote to 
Frauds fn India on behalf of his cousin William Burke, who wa* 
going out to that Country, 

» At a matter of feet." pursued Mr. McMinn,'■ William Burke was at the 
bottom of the trouble: He was one of the worst of the civilian 
cormorants whom Edmund Burke afterwards denounced. Yet 
because Hastings wouldn't allow William to come up from Madras 
to batten on Bengal, Edmund turn ed on Hastings, and this was 
one main motive of the prosecution. 

» If you doubt me, just glance at tliesc two passages. Burke declared. In 
1786 that ■ he had no other dislike to Mr. Hastings than a convic¬ 
tion ofhu misgovern m cut. Hu kxeic nothing other mist of hint. 1 ' 
But in 1782 Burke wrote to Cousin William, 1 Your enemies, 
your cruet and unprovoked enemies are on the ground, suffering 
the punishment not of thtlr villainies towards you, but of their 
other crimes which are innumerable. We will free that harassed 
country from the wicked usurpation of Mr. Hastings. Nothing 
very calm or impartial about that. Is there* 

Kjjew Nothing About India I 

" Then again Burke has received great credit for his industry in getting 
up the facts about India. On the contrary he admitted to Sir 
Gilbert Elliott that he had been idle for three months, and this 
at a time when he ought to have been studying the reports of 
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the Commons Committees. The fact was th^t he was sulking 
because lie hadn't been, put on the Committees, and lie declared 
that their labours had, beau fruitless. Elsewhere he admits that 
he hadn't studied the appendices to their reports which contain 
all the facts about the trade, revenue?, and expenditure of India. 
Burke knew nothing whatever about India mile** Francis was at 
his elbow. He studied cure full/ Zeno bin and Timur the Tartar, 
but the bij; folios in which wl- still read the exact truth about 
the India bills, bullion, siIk, and piece-goods lit never opened, 
So he was enabled to tlnmder about " innocent people, whose 
children's food was taken to pay fur your Lor<±ihip‘s morning tea, 
nay, whose virgin daughter* were sacrificed at the same altar, 1 
the ' annual plunder without any return,' and the whole gamut of 
vituperation. It is terrible to think of Francis at Burke'.' elbow, 
pouring these falsehoods into his ears, and listening with com* 
piacency when the great oratoi distilled diem into double 
strength, to poison the mind* of untutored Indian 4 - from genera¬ 
tion to generation. 

' What t* the upshot uf my investigations?' said Mr. McMInti. “ Simply 
this. Burke and Francis* were both bitter personal enemies 
of Hastings, both regarded him first js the cruel and unprovoked

peached till the death of his constant benefactor the Marquis of 
Rockingham tn 17&2, and the defeat of h« party in 17S3 over 
the India Bill left him a helpless hopeless bankrupt, buffeted by 
debt and bis own extrasaga nee, his bodily decay, a skk wife, 
a dying son, while around him hovered The Paddies' whom 
Lord Minto denounced. 

» He had always got money, or helped bis relative- to get it, by trans¬ 
actions which were if not fishy at least hazy and doubtful, by 
agencies For New York, for Tanjurc. by th>; unabashed dishonesty 
of his cousin William. That Hastings took actual bribes [think 
there is no evidence, though Mutiny Begum gave him £300 
daily for his table expenses, and the same i* true of Burke, iu the 
sense that his public conduct was not before (782 the result of 
hU private gain or loss. 

« ! fear Hastings knew well that his dearest Marian twvfc valuable 
presents from country prince?, and they helped to influence his 
courtesy, but not to guide bis policy. It would be absurd to 
argue that Burke was not fully aware that his brother and colurin 
were plundering East Indies and West Indies, and that the prey 
was to be the guerdon of the joint family, stored In the joint 
home. In fact Edmund was to be the receiver of goods plunder¬ 
ed from the public by means certainly more flagitious than the 
treatment of Munny Begum, and which Lord Cornwallis declared 
to be scandatous. Let me add both Burke and Hastings had 
warm hearts, and spent what they had on those who wanted. 
You can publish whal I've said, if you like. It will all appear

I N connection with our recent visit to the Armenian Church of St. 
Nazareth, it probably me Hired 10 many who studied the interesting 
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ui crd ati ’"* of lilts wld Lui'diug that historians have done scant justice to the 
important part taken by the Armenian community In the story- of Calcutta. 
We are so accustomed to regard Job Charnoek as the founder of our city that 
we are curious to learn more about one " charitable SooUeaa " who was living 
here with bis family sixty years before the advent of the English. Records 
of this period are scanty but they tend to show that it was through the 
Armenians that the Euglfsh rettiers secured a footing hi the country and 
established many* of their privileges and early security. Certainly it is to the 
great Armenian merchant Khojsh Israel $arhad that in [698 the English 
wore indebted fur die light of renting the three villages of Calcutta. Suranutl 
and Govindiuir, and we find in the records of the English Council in 1/14 that 
■•ft was unanimously agreed that Khojah Sarhad. whose interest, etc., at 
Court has already had the good effect of procuring as the Has-. n*l-kukum 
and several other useful orders front Court, be sent to assist in suing for 
king's fw»tan. and that lie sit and vnte in the Council along with the three 
English gentlemen "

Armenians before the English had secured a permanent settlement in Calcutta,

To the Editor 01 niJS Englishman, 

SIR,—A member or the Armenian community asserted In the course of 
■'onvewalion with me recently that hie community assisted the 
English to capture (tv) Calcutta and that In'retum for and in 
recognition of their valuable services, the East India Company 
(panted them a charier, or tO use the exact words of my infor¬ 
mant. ‘ signed a treaty under which the Armenians reeriicd in 
perpetuity the right to style themselves European* and were for 
all Statutory purposes to be considered and treated as Euro¬

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Armenians are not European in ihe retfse in which the term ♦* 
employed in the Code I do not find arty reference either to the 
pari ptayed by the Armenian community im the occasion to 
which tny inform nit alluded or to the charier granted in recogni¬ 
tion of their services in any of the standard authorities and as 
the question is onu of some interest to students nI the early 
history of British India and particularly of Calcutta. I shall be 
obliged if you will find space in your columns for this letter and 
ifyou or any of yruir reader* or contributor, (come to the fore 
'’Dak"/ will enlighten me In these latter days when a promi¬ 
nent member of one com mu nit}' gravely urges jet the column? of a 
leading journal tbai India was conquered for the English by 
Indians themselves to whose valour and fidelity in the main we 
owe the acquisition of the country, and another community 
boldly dectares that but for the assistance rendered by their 
gallant forebears, the recapture of Calcutta would have been a 
task w hich would have bafiled even the gcuiu* of Cltve. it does 
not appear that Englishmen have any great reason to pride 
themselves upon the triumphs that have till now been ascribed 
to their race

1 *-—l have read with much interest " PiasseyV Setter which appeared 
in your issue of the 15th instant, and as he seems to be anxious 
to know more about the Armenian' and the East India Company, 
I shall be happy lo enlighten him on the subject 
Perhaps your correspondent is not aware of the fact that long before 
the English dreamt of coming to the country as traders, my 
county men were to be found in all the commercial centres of 
Hindustan, engaged in the peaceful pursuit of commerce, and 
they enjoyed the patronage, nay the friendship, of both the 
Hindu and Mahomedan rulers of rhe land, of which more 
hereafter, 

Wiicn the English, under th< Aegi* of the " £(Wi India Company/ or 
10 be accurate J The Governor and Company of Merchants 
of London Trading to the East indies,' 1 formed their first settle- 
meut in India, they found the Armenians an influential body in 
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the field ofcommerce, having at the same time much influence at 
ihe Courts of the mighty Mogul Emperors and. their Viceroys in 
Bengal and elsewhere. They were naturally anxious, therefore, 
to cultivate their friendship, and as far back as l6$S we find the 
English making certain overtures to the Armenians and (rater* 
oiling with them, actuated by motives of self-interest of course, 
as will be reen from the following remarkable Charter (which our 
friend " Ptassey M could not find in any of the standard authorities) 
granted to the Armenians by the Directors of the Honourable 
East India Company in London. 

Tim Charter, which I should call the ■' Magna Charter " of the Armenians, 
is dated the 22nd of June *688, and reads as follows 

" The Governor and Company of Merchants of London trading to the 
East Indies, to all to whom these presents shall come, send 
greeting. 

Whereas representation had been made to us by Sir josiah Child, 
Baronet, our Deputy-Governor, that upon long conferences by 
him had with Caze ; Khojsb) Phanoos Calender iKhalanhar), 
an Armenian merchant of eminency, and an Inhabitant of 
Ispahan, in Persia. *1 also with Sir John Chardin of London, 
Knight they had. on behalf of Ihe Armenian nation, proposed 
to him several particulars for carrying on a great part of the 
Armenian trade to India and Persia, and thence to Europe, by 
way of England, which will rebound greatly to His Majesty's 
advantage In hi* customs and to the Increase of the English 
navigation, if ihe Armenian nation might obtain such license 
from this company as will give them encouragements to alter 
and invest the ancient course of their trade to and from Europe. 
And we being always willing to Increase and encourage the 
public trade and navigation of this kingdom, alter a serious 
debate of all the propositions relating to this affair, have thought 
fit to agree and resolve as Follows, vis .— 

First That the Armenians shall now, and at a!) times hereafter, have 
equal share and benefit of all indulgences this company have 
or shall at any time hereafter grant to nny of their own adven¬ 
turers or other English merchants whatsoever. 

Secondly, That they shall have free liberty at all times hereafter to 
pass and repass to and from India in any of the company's 
ships on as advantageous terms as any free man whatsoever. 

Thirdly. That they shall have liberty to Jive in any of the company's 
cities, garrisons, or towns in India, and to buy, sell, and 
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pu«!hi« bud arid huttse* ,iiirl be capable «*f all civil 
and preferments in the same manner as if they were Englishmen 
bom, and shall always have the free and undisturbed liberty of 
the esrereisu of their own religion, And we hereby declare that 
we will not continue any Governor in our service that shall in 
any bind disturb or discountenance them in the full enjoyment 
of all the privilege? hereby granted tr> them neither shall they 
pay any other or greater duty in India than the company’s 
factors, or any other Englishmen born, do, or ought to do 

Fourthly, That they may voyage from any of the Company's garrisons 
to any other ports or places in India. the South Seas, China 
or the Manillas, in any of the Company's ships, or any per¬ 
missive free ships allowed by the Company, and may have 
liberty to trade to China, the Manilla or any other ports or places 
within the limits of the Company's Charter upon equal terms, 
duties and freights with any free Englishman whatsoever. 

Simultaneously with the above, another important Charter was granted 
by tlie East India Company to the Armenians, which ran as 
follows :— 

“Whenever forty or more of the Armenian nation dial! become inhabi¬ 
tants of any garrison cities, or towns, belonging to the Company 
in rhe East Indies, the said Armenians sliall not only enjoy the 
free use and enercire of their religion, hut there shall also be 
allotted to them a parcel of ground to erect a church thereon for 
worship and service of God in their Own way. And that we abo 
will at out own charge, caure a convenient church to be built of 
timber, which afterwards the said Armenians may alter and buiid 
with stone or other volitl materials to their own good liking. 
And the said Governor and Company will also allow fifty pounds 
per annum, during the space of seven years, for the maintenance 
of such priest or minister at they shall choose to officiate 
thereon, Given under the Company's larger seal. June 22nd, 
1688/' 

These memorable Charters were issued in the fourth year of the reign of 
James H of England and were signed by Benjamin Bathurst 
(Governor), Josiah Child (Deputy Governor) and three other 
officials of the Hun'ble East Indie Company. 

On the strength of the above Charters, which were never questioned or 
annulled, the Armenians have at ail times justly claimed their full 
rights to the enjoyment of equal privileges with the English in 
this country. 
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Apart from Treaty obligation!-, the Armeniaii» have rendered valuable 
service* to Lite English in India arid have helped them to 
inaugurate their rule in this country, am! I may be permitted 
to mention that the “Grand Firman" whereby the E, l, Co. 
secured many privileges. was obtained for them ;through the 
influence, diplomacy and able statesmanship of an ^eminent 
Armenian merchant of Calcutta—the well-known Kojah Sarhaud 
in i^JS- 

We will let William Bolls, the well-informed • Alderman,* or Judge of 
Lite ! kuible the Mayor's Court of Calcutta 0 relate the history of 
the famous deputation to the Mogul Court at Delhi to secure 
the ■’Grand Firman." 

In his 1 Consideration* on India Affairs " he informs us 

-1 Xhc trade of the English Company In Bengal had from the period 
L .f their submission to Aurungarebc, continued to grow daily 
more important, but it was not carried on without frequent 
interruptions from the officer- of the Mogul Government, which 
it was hardly possible to avoid with a colony so situated. Being 
itensible likewise >f the precarious tenures of their establishments 
in Bengal and elsewhere, in the year 17*5 lire Com pony sent 
a Deputation of two gentlemen to the Court of Delhi. One (an 
Englishman, named John Surtnao, and tire other a very consi¬ 
derable Armenian merchant named Cogec (Khojah) Sarhand, to 
Mslirit redress for past, ami security against future oppressions, for 
an extension «f their old, and for many new privileges . and parti¬ 
cularly for a small spot of ground to be allowed them wherever 
they settled a Ja<tory. H 

Such was the humble language used by Hie English only forty year* 
before tire battle of Flassey. which made the English the 
absolute masters of Bengal. 

,-U is well known the ' Grand Firman' was secured for the English 
through the diplomacy and consummate skill of the Armenian 
Sarhand, who in nSg? had likewise been instrumental in procuring 
from Prince Mohamed A aim-us-Shaun the *' Grant " of Calcutta 
and its dependent towns and that for a small expense 

Stewart. In hi* " History of Bengal, 0 says that the " inhabitants of 
Calcutta ciiiityel, after the return of the Embassy, a degree of 
freedom and security, unknown to the other subjects of the 
Mogul Empire and that city in Clearer I yearly in wealth, beauty 
and riches.'’ 
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James Fraser, in hia " History of S'adiT Shah," lus given a perfect 
translation of the " Grand Finnan 1 and I would «ot therefore 
trespass upon yom valuable space by giving extracts therefrom ; 
suffice it to say that the Armenians have always been loyal to 
the British cause in this country, and in the famous negotiations 
between Clive and Mir Jaffir, for the overthrow of the neud 
Nawab Surapud-clowlah "The Armenian f’etrn?"as Orme 
calls him in his “History oi Hindustan," played a very prominent 
part. The same " Armenian i’etrus"—who lie* burled In the 
Armenian Church of this city—-had for nix month*, secretly 
supplied the British fugitives at Potts on the Hoogldy) with 
boatloads of provision, during the interval between the tragedy 
of the Black Hole and the arrival of the Army of Retribution 
from Madras 

Should " Ptassey " require further inlorntaiiori on the subject, he can 
consult the * flistOiy of the Armenians in India * hy the present 
writer published during the ■'trtnenhns Crisis in 1^95,

A party consisting of .ibout forty ladies and gentlemen 33 - 
^■mhUfd at the Armenian Church of Naearetl; ii> Armenian 
Street yesterday afternoon. The visitors were conducted to 
the points of interest by Mr. Mesrovb J Seth f author of 
the ■' History of the Armenian? in India ' and a member of the Society}, 
who pointed ant the oldest Christian grave in Calcutta, which is in the 
Amrdiyjrrd, and >-> dated 1630. or Co yean prior tu the rounding of Calcutta 
by Job Charrtock, Indeed, the Armenians have same claim to be called 
Lhe " Founders of Calcutta.' Their first church stood about a hundred 
yards south of the present one in Old Cl 1 in a Bazar, and inside the prerent 
building,, which erected on the old Armenian Cemetery in 1724, are 
to be >eeii the graves of some Armenian celebrities, such as Agal Petrus 
Arutkuoiij otherwise known a* the ■■ Armenian Pctru*," who was the 
-onhdant of Clive and friend of Hastings and Vsnsittarl He was a brother 
of the famous Gorgtn Khan, the Armenian Commander-In-Chief and 
ministei of NawaL Mir Kasim. An altar erected by tire Armenian 
I'ctTUa to tlie memory of his brother Gorgin Khan, who was treacherously 
murdered lit 1763, is to he seen inside the chmeh, near the grave of 
Pctru-, who died In (■78. The next grave of special interest inside the 
church wji< that of Agah Cetchfck Amlcid who died in 1790 He, It 
«cms. oil Lhe occasion or the recovery of King George Hi from his 
unfortunate malady (madness) in 178$, liberated at hi- own expense all the 
debtors in the < ‘mu 1 ul Exchequer, and for hia philanthropy and loyally was 
presented with a medallion portrait of the King and a sword by Hi- Majesty 
I (is eldest i.<u, Agah Mosei Arabic!, who likewise lies buried In the Armenian 
Church, in 1801. raised a militia of one hundred Armenians, he being the 
Captain Command aui of the Company, fur the defence of Calcutta, owing to 
the scarcity of troop? who were then fighting against Tip poo Multan in

maternal grandfather of the Hun Mr. F G. Mdlftif, C.LE„ First Member of 
the Hoant of Keren lie. Eastern Bengal and Assam, and ot t. J Paul, father 
of the late Sir Gregory Charles Tanl, Advocate-General of Bengal 
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hi the dvurch registers, which date from 1793 (the older ones belnsj tost), 
were seen the -rngirnd entries in Armenian of the baptisms of liielate Sir 
Gregory Charles I'artl \ HS>3tj.

The following remarks have been drawn up by the Rev Walter K. 
Eirminger to supple merit the above — 

On the occasion of the Socjeiy'i visit. 011 15th November njrafi. to the 
Armenian Church of St Joint the Baptist (commenced 1695, completed 
1697) 1 was privileged to explain to members of the expedition the main 
facts about the history and position of that faithful body—the Church o) 
Armenia. It is important that these facts should be made known ( as many 
grossly unhistorkal statements on the subject iiaws found their way 
into even the best of standard works, It it often asserted that the 
Armenian Church was the outcome of the heretical teaching of Entyches, 
whereas as a matter of fact Eutyches is one of the heretical teachers whom 
every candidate for the priesthood in the Armenian Church is required to 
anathematise prior to his ordination. The Armenian Church is in fact 
A national Church, which for political rather than religion* reasons, has never 
accepted the Council of Otnlccdnn, and has, therefore, maintained an isolated 
position tn Christendom, This Is not the place 10 discuss matters of 
theology, but it may be said (hat many distinguished divines uf the 
Church of England have studied the theological and liturgical buok^ of the 
Armen tan Church and that hy them the loose and inaccurate statements 
made in popular wurk* on the subject are regarded with indignation. 
Although not in Iwnnsl c'f minimi'", with one anotlicf, the Churches of 
Armenia and England have In Calcutta always been on the most friendly 
terms. The late Father Jacob, whose name should! no! be omitted from any 
account of the Church of Holy Nazareth, informed the present writer 
that there is a tradition to the effect that Bishop I icbcr communicated on

C. /, /*„ Chairman, said Gentle 
men. the first business on the agenda {3 10 put for Confirmation the printed 
report already circulated of the Proceeding* of the Society's Second Annual 
Meeting, which was held on Friday, 5th February 19051 The report was 
unanimously confirmed.

Secretary to present the Annual Report of the Society fur 1909. 

Mr Cy tit ChaiitpbU, iJ^mnry Sttrttarr, said —in presenting the So* 
cietyS Third \miU4l Report l have not much to adtl to t hr printed statement 
already before you, and the little that f would say has reference to the sordid 
subject uf nuance, We rightly consider our Society a learned society rather 
than a commercial undertaking, but even a learned society i* faced hy the 
material necessity nf paying its way. and I think we have hitherto been perhaps 
a little too apt to congratulate ourselves when wc have finished our financial 
yew with a trifling balance on the credit side. Now i think you will agree 
with me, Sir, that if those who arc responsible for the conduct of the 
Society's Ail airs arc to do their work with confidence it is absolutely essential 
that there should !« no iiucstion a* to our flu intern I stability, and the best, 
and indeed the only way to ensure link, k 1,1 proceed at once with the forma* 
tion ofa Reserve Fund adequate for any contingency that may possibly arise 
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We requite also a fund to supplement our library, and permanent qu*rttn u- 
make that library accessible to oui members ami 10 provide aoiomineelation 
for the growing needs of the Society , and inrmt of all. we want more 
member*, because with a membership of. say, live hundred, our othcT 
requirements could he easily satisfied. 

Vou will notice in m> report n reference to the rare ha-toitetl bonks 
and pictures that occasionally come into the market anil emr unfor¬ 
tunate position in being unable to avail 001 selves of these golden oppor¬ 
tunities. Only today Oar friend Mr. Me Minn, whom we at v a]] very 
glad to see at this meeting, came to tell me of an auction sale of 
historical treasures at Messrs. Mackenzie Ly all’s, and I am sure it grieved him 
as much as it did myself that we were unable to take advantage of that 
occasion Another thing that t should like to see is a Special Publication 
Fund, The reprints and sepatAle publications ui the Society axe expensive 
undertakings, and necessarily having a limited salt there is always an 
element of risk in producing them, and although their issue comes within 
our legitimate scope, l would prefer that any los^ under this heading should 
not be made chargeable to the general funds of the Society. 

The result of our year's working Is before you and T think this is ail tint 
I have to say to supplement the Report, except perhapi to emphasise tiii-i. 
that our continued prosperity depends upon our objects being made mure 
widely known We have every reason to anticipate a successful year ; J 
don't think 1 am betraying any official confidence* when 1 sell you that tire 
Govern men t of BengaJ has set aside a portion of the useful publication grant 
for 1910 for the supply of our journal to up-country schools, and l think 
we are entitled to regard this as a very encouraging sign indeed With 
these few words, gentlemen. I will leave she Report in your hands 

Tkt Ch<urma* said —1 have now to move the adoption of the Annual 
Report and the Audited Accounts of the Society for 1909. The Report of 
the Honorary Secretary ha* been 10 the hands of us all. and I have no doubt 
that everyone has read it with great Interest, and certainly we ire placed 
under a debt of obligation to the energy which has produced it. The 
Honorary Secretary in presenting the Report has told ins what he wishes, 
and that his aim is a membership of five hundred, It is not an unreason¬ 
able aim, and I think we should assure him that we will all. to the best 
of our abilities, assist him in bringing about this desirable result—a result 
which will carry with it undoubted benefits. 

The Honorary Secretary has intimated to us that our position is not 
quite as satisfactory as is desirable, and our finance' we have been told, ate 
not quite what they should be, but there again we can only hope that the 
energetic move the Honorary Secretary lias Initialed will enable us to tel 1

Th* flvt f. Mr, [usliti H. Stephen < .aid —There are one or two 
matter regarding which I should like to suy a few words. In the first place 

I think we owe a great deal to our Secretary who has presented the aflUIra ot 
tire Society in a very succinct form in hi- Ke|,*»rt—* reyi.irt which tells anyone 
" Jio whhes to know, all about the aims and objects of the Society' and what 
the Society is. ill a manner which will prove very attractive. 

In the next place J think we should acknowledge the great debt we one 
v. the Rev, \\ K. l-’inflingt'C, ivhosc r .eal for the Society burns just as keenly 
in Assam as it did tthile he was wit ft ui in ftesgal, lie i? as industrious, Jib 
imagination b as vivid and Ids memory ft* bright and active asevei, Without 
him Ben gatP as! an ! Prtuti! would be impossible, and f do Hot want this 
evasion to pass without our indebtedness to him being properly recognised. 

These are the two main points upon which I wished to say something, 
but there is one more thing about which i wouid like to say a ward or two. 

II refers to the complaint that the Council are not looking after the funds of 
the Society, and I do not like t: let this opportunity go by without doing 
^mething if I can to push the sale of the work In connection with which you 
will find :t form in front of you. ! do not w«lt to coerce or unduly influence 
y»iu but if you will fill up these order forms you will put the Society tn a 
better position and also have the satisfaction of subscribing to a publication 
width undoubtedly promises to be of exceeding interest. I have much plea- 
«u« in seconding the minion far the adoption of the report and audited 
accounts of the Society.

carry that Into effect, we will go to Seram pore, 1 shall be able to ^ I vise yon 
more definitely when t have had an opportunity of conferring with the 

sub-committee. 

Mr, S C, William* said; I should like to raise the question of the 
litAvy loss.on Our journal Btngat: Part unzi Prtuul It h apparently over 
Rs. 3.000 a year and it occurs to me that it might be possible to increase the 
price to non'Subscriber* without seriously affecting its circulation 

Tht Honorary Secretary said. 1 think sir, the loss is more apparent 
than real. Our membership subscription la fixed at a figure that enables us 
to supply Bengat , Pott and Present free to members It can hardly be said 
that our Journal is being conducted at a loss under these circumstances 
T do not think we shall ever be iti a position to cover Its cost bv safes non- 
m ember*; rather we should regard all such sales as clear profit. 

The Hon, Mr, Justin H. T, Stephen said: ! should like 'to add to 

the remarks of the Honorary Secretary that this matter o! the co -r of the 
Bengal Past turd Promt has been receiving the very close attention of the 
Council throughout the year. Wo have had a sub-committee to consider the 
question and we have corresponded at great length with Mr, Firm infer about 
how much we ought to spend on each number. We have considered how 
that expenditure has to be met, and we have arrived at a basis formed 011 
experience which at all events enables us to (mow hew much we should pay
